Ida  Nude!,  considered  by  many  to  be  tbe  soul  of 
the  Soviet  Jewish  emigration  movement,  is  on  the 
verge  of  desperation  in  heT  15th  year  as  a refuse- 
nik, and  has  appealed  to  Israel  and  world  Jewrvto 
come  10  her  rescue.  “Take  me  out.  1 want  Israel 
now!”  she.  told  nie  earlier  this  month  in  Lening- 
rad, in  the  first  lengthy  interview  she  has  managed 
to  give  in  years. 

Nudel.  who  lives  in  semi-exile  in  Bendery, 
Moldavia,  has  frequently  been-  prevented  from 
leaving  the  town  by  KGB  agents  and  Soviet 
militiamen.  Her  visit  to  Leningrad  was  her  first 
since  she  was  exiled  to  Siberia  in  1978. 

Her  many  friends  in  the  Jewish  movement  axe 
concerned  about  her  physical  health  - she  is 
currently  being  treated  for  a chronic  heart  prob- 
lem- as  well  as  her' emotional  state.  “She  has 
simply  had  it,”  one  friend  said,:  “The  KGB's 
torments  have  taken  their  ton.” 


Made!  spoke  to  me  for  IGhbnrc  in  the  apartment 
of  a friend,  who  constantly  checked  for  surveill- 
ance. But  her  trail  was  not  picked  up  by  the  KGB 
until  the  nest  day.- However,  she  was  allowed  to 
stay  in  Leningrad  for  several  days,  during  which 
she  visited  young  refuseniks  as*  well  as  veteran 
Jewish  activists,  and  to  proceed  to  Moscow,  where 
she  has  been  three  times  for  medical  teatment.  - - 

‘T  think  only  how  to  escape  from  this  place.  Fve 
gone  through  thousands  of  clashes  with  the  KGB. 
What  can  I say  more?  Take  me  out.  I cannot  wait 
any  more.”  she  said.

35  nations, 
including  the  Soviet  Union.  The  basic  human  right 
of  emigration  from  any  country  is  guaranteed  in 
the  accords,  but  the  Soviets  have  made  a mockery 


of  this  key  proviso,  keeping  the  gates  shut  on 
Soviet  Jewry,  she  said.  - 

She  believes  that  the  Soviets  do  not  want  to  see 
the  accords  abrogated,  since  they  indude  recogni- 
tion of  Soviet  hegemony  over  Eastern  European 
territories. 

-‘The  West  should  consider  abrogation  now  if 
■ the  Soviets  continue  to  prevent  Jews  from  leavine 
the  USSR,  she  said. 

“The  Soviets  Signed  ft.  [the  Helsfaki  document] . 
They  agreed  to  fulfil  it.  So  do  it!  If  they  don’t  do  it, 
bow  can  the  U.S.  trust  their  word  on  more 
complicated  agreements  [such  as  on  arms  con- 
trol]?” she  said.  “Helsinki  is  the  key  and  always 
will  be.  The  West  should  not  sign  any  accords  on 
arms  err  anything  else  until  the  Soviets  show  a 
willingness  to  abide  by  the  Helsinki  agreement.”

Nurses 

defy 

court 

orders

Hospital  nurses  yesterday  defied 
emergency  back-to-work  orders 
issued  by  tbe  Health  Ministry  in  the 
afternoon,  and  intensified  their 
strike  by  abandoning  emergency 
rooms  for  tbe  first  time  since  their 
action  began  on  Monday  . 

The  Health  Ministry  retrained,  for 
the  time  being,  from  involving  the 

orders, 

would  return  to  work  daring  , the 
night. 

The  Hospital  Nurses  Action  Com- 
mittee instructed  the  nurses  yester- 
day that,,  if  legal  action  were  taken  -J 
against  any  nurse,  they  were  to  go  en 
masse  to  Neveh  Tizza  prison  near 
Ramie,  and  also  to  abandon  some 
units  at  which  two  nurses  have  re- 
mained on  duty  since  the  strike  be- 
gan, including  intensive  care  cardiac 
uuits. 

Yesterday  morning,  the  Jeru- 
salem District  Labour  Court  post- 
poned indefinitely  its  hearing  on  a 
government  request  for  a court  in- 
junction ending  the  strike. 

Back-to-work  orders,  issued 
under  emergency  regulations,  are  a 
much  more  powerful  instrument  in 
that  they  are  addressed  to  indi- 
viduals and  violating  them  can  result 
in  imprisonment,  fines  or  both. 

The  only  punishment  for  dis- 
obeying a labour  court  injunction  is  3 
fine.

El  A!  security  man,  six  others

An.  Israeli  security  guard  and  six 
other  people  were  injured  yesterday 
when  a bomb  exploded  near  El  A Is 
check-in  counter  at  Madrid  airport. 
Four  of  the  seven  were  injured 
slightly,  while  tbe  others  were  re- 
ported in  fair  condition. 

The  explosion  occurred  during  an" 
attempt  to  smuggle  a booby-trapped 
suitcase  onto  an  El  A1  plane  bound 
for  Tel  Aviv.  The  flight,  with  96 
passengers,  was  due  to  leave  Madrid 
at  about  6 p.m. 

After  a two-and-a-half-hour  de- 
lay, the  plane  took  off.  and  was  due 
to  land  ar  Ben-Gurion  airport  at  1 
o'clock  this  morning. 

According  to  some  reports,  an 
Israeli  security  guard,  a local  police- 
man or  security  guard  and  a passen- 
ger bound  for  Israel  were  standing 


closest  to  the  suitcase,  which  was 
carried  by  the  last  man  waiting  in  line 
at  the  El  A1  counter.  Almost  all  the 
passengers  and  crew  members  had 
already  checked  in  and  were  waiting 
in  the  aircraft,  and  were  not  even . 
aware  of  what  happened. 

The  man  carrying  the  suitcase  wss 
about  to  undergo  a security  check 
when  someone  cried  out  and  pointed 
to  white  smoke  coming  from  the 
suitcase.  Those,  standing  near  the 
man  ran  for  cover. 

When  the  bomb  went  off  seconds 
later,  Israeli  and  Spanish  security 
guards  were  injured  by  the  blast, 
while  the  other  victims  were  injured 
by  debris  from  tbe  ceiling,  which  was 
damaged  by  the  explosion - 

Two  men  were  arrested  for  ques- 
tioning by  the  Spanish  police.  One  of 
the  suspects  was  thought  to  be  the 
man  carrviim  tbe  suitcase. 


El  A1  sources  said  yesterday  that 
the  Spanish  passenger  who  was  in- 
jured had  had  to  stay  in  Madrid  for 
treatment. 

A young  woman  at  the  scene  said 
she  thought  “there  had  been  an 
earthquake.”  and  that  police  bad 
run  in  all  directions  when  they  saw 
the  smoke  coming  from  the  case. 

Responsibility  for  the  blast  has  so 
far  not  been  claimed.  It  was  the  first 
anti-Israeli  attack  in  Spain  since  di- 
plomatic relations  were  established 
between  Spain  and  Israel  on  January 
17. 

The  E!  A1  desks  at  Vienna  and 
. Rome  airports  were  the  targets  of 
simultaneous  terrorist  attacks  on 
December  27. 

Sources  in  Madrid  said  tbe  Israeli 
ambassador,  Samuel  Haddas,  ar- 
rived on  the  same  aircraft  from  Tel 
Aviv  an  hour  before  the  blast.

GSS  crisis  deepens 


Attorneys 
call  on 
Harish 
to  quit

Over  100  attorneys,  public  pro- 
secutors and  Justice  Ministry  legal 
advisers  angrily  called  Tor  Attorney- 
General  Yosef  Harish ’s  resignation 
yesterday,  at  a meeting  of  the  Israel 
Bar  in  Jerusalem,  while  the  High 
Court  of  Jnstice  agreed  to  bear  two  of 
three  appeals  against  Wednesday's 
presidential  derision  to  grant  im- 
munity to  GSS  chief  Avraham  Sha- 
lom and  three  top  aides. 

The  jurists  spoke  out  at  a meeting 
of  tbe  Bar  Association  in  Jerusalem. 

In  a virtually  unanimous  conde- 
mnation of  what  was  called  Harisb's 
“bumbimg  impotence'*  in  tbe  face  of 
“slick  politicians  bent  on  a cover- 
up/*  Bar  chairman  Ya’acov  Reuben 
demanded  that  Harish,  a former  Tel 
Aviv  District  Court  judge,  “return  to 
the  judge’s  bench." 

Reuben  told  The  Jerusalem  Post 
that  the  anger  and  shock  expressed 
by  most  of  the  legal  community  fol- 
lowing Wednesday’s  decision  wifl  not 
be  channelled  into  finding  “a  feasible 
way  as  defined  by  law"  to  unseat 
Harish. 

Binyamin  Cohen,  former  Tel  Aviv- 
District  Court  president  during  Har- 
ish’s  tenure  as  district  court  judge, 
told  Israel  Television  last  night  that 
he  regarded  as  incredible  the  “scan- 
dalous decision’*  to  pardon  the  GSS 
men.  *T  believe  the  pardon  was 
granted  to  queU  fears  that,  if  proper- 
ly  investigated,  GSS  officials  would 
have  to  admit  that  they  have  always 
Bed,  killed  and  that,  until  now,  these 
were  legitimate  tactical  procedures,** 
said  Cohen. 

In  three  separate  High  Court 
appeals,  appikantsaskedthecourt  to 
order  Harish,  Justice  Minister  Yit- 
zhak Moda’i  and  Police1  Inspector- 
General  David  Kraus  to  investigate 
the  events  surrounding  the  hijacking 
of  tbe  No-  360  bus  from  Td  Aviv  to 
Ashkekm  in  1984. 

1 The  applicants  also  asked  the 
High  Court  to  order  an  authorized 
body  to  investigate  alleged  involve- 
ment of  cabinet  members  during  and 
after  the  hijacking,  and  to  initiate 
legal  proceedings  against  any  govern- 
ment official  found  guilty  of  criminal 
activity. 

Tbe  first  appeal,  submitted  by 
Citizens  Rights  Movement  MK  Yossi 
Sarid  and  secretary -general  Dede 
Tznker,  chimed  that  tbe  powers  of 
the  president  were  undermined  in  the 
interests  of  a political  cover-up.  The 
applicants  insisted  that  the  High 
Court  had  the  right  to  overrule  Her- 
zog’s pardon. 

Subsequent  appeals,  submitted  by 
Jerusalem  lawyer  Yitzhak  Barzilai 
and  Tel  Aviv  attorneys  Moshe  Maraz 
and  David  Yiftah,  echoed  demands 
that  the  High  Court  investigate  all 
involved  in  tee  GSS  affair. 

“Tbe  questionable  legality  of  the 
presidential  pardons;  combined  with 
Harish’ s inability  to  push  for  an 
investigation,  has  created  a snowball 
effect.

Labour,  Likud 
headed  for 
confrontation 
over  probe

A major  Labour-Likud  clash  is 
shaping  up  over  the  General 
Security  Service  (Shin  Bet) 
affair,  with  fireworks  expected  at 
Sunday’s  cabinet  meeting  when  a 
motion  to  set  up  a commission  of 
inquiry  will  be  tabled  by  Energy 
Minister  Moshe  Shahal  and 
Communications  Minister 
Amnon  Rubinstein. 

Prime  Minister  Peres,  under  mas- 
sive pressure  from  the  bulk  of 
Labour's  ministers  and  MKs,  yester- 
day shifted  position  in  the  direction 
of  accepting  a commisison  of  in- 
quiry. 

Speaking  at  a passing-out  cere- 
mony in  the  police  command  and 
staff  college,  Peres  declared:  “The 
political  echelon  must  expose  itself 
to  criticism  and  examination.  1 have 
never  opposed  an  examination  of  the 
responsibility  and  derisions  of  the 
political  echelon.” 

Six  of  Labour's  nine  cabinet  minis- 
ters and  most  of  the  party's  MKs 
support  the  establishment  of  a judi- 
cial commission  of  inquiry  to  probe 
the  affair  and  are  critical  of  tee  deal 
approved  on  -Wednesday  by  the  in- 
ner cabinet.  Under  the  agreement. 
Shin  Bet  chief  Avraham  Shalom  res- 
igned fa  exchange  for  a presidential 
pardon  covering  him  and  his  three 
implicated  aides. 

Shalom  and  his  aides  - the  Shin 
Bet's  two  legal  advisers  and  the  Shin 
Bet  representative  On  the  Zorea 
Commission  of  Inquiry  in  19S4  - are 
said  to  have  organized  a systematic 
cover-up,  involving  falsification  of 
evidence  and  suborning  of  witnes- 
ses, concerning  tee  killing  of  two 
captured  Arab  terrorists  after  the 
1984  Tel  Aviv-Ashkelon  bus  hijack- 
ing. Shalom  is  alleged  to  have 
ordered  tbe  execution  of  the  two 
terrorists  after  they  were  interro- 
gated. 

The  presidential  pardon,  to  which. 
Herzog  agreed  early  Wednesday 
morning,  covers  any  misdeed  the 
three  aides  and  Shalom  may  have 


been  guilty  of  in  connection  with  the 
1984  killings  and  the  subsequent 
cover-ups  before  the  Zorea  Com- 
mission. the  Blattmun  inquiry  ol 
1984-85  and  the  internal  Shin  Bet 
disciplinary  court  in  1^X5. 

The  pardon  does  not  cover  the 
Shin  Bet  operatives  who  carried  out 
the  alleged  order  to  execute  the  two 
captured  terrorists,  and  thev  remain 
liable  to  prosecution  for  carrying  out 
an  illegal  order. 

it  has  been  learned  that  Herzog, 
before  agreeing  to  give  the  pardon, 
read  over  only  Justice  Minister  Yit- 
zhak ModaYs  request  for  a pardon, 
with  the  accompanying  limited 
material.  He  did  not  read  or  study 
the  files  of  material  accumulated  b’> 
the  various  inquiries  into  the  at  fair, 
nor  did  he  see  the  transcripts  of  the 
conversations  between  former 
attorney-general  Yitzhak  Zamir  and 
the  three  former  Shin  Bet  officers, 
who  lodged  the  complaints  again>t 
Shalom  and  his  aides,  complaints 
that  launched  the  Shin  Bet  affair. 

It  has  been  learned  that  Herzog

Shahal  and  Rubinstein  yesterday 
submitted  to  the  cabinet  secretariat 
their  proposal  for  the  cabinet  agenda 
calling  for  a commission  of  inquiry. 
They  also  wrote  to  Peres  requesting 
teat  tee  proposal  be  discussed  on 
Sunday. 

The  two  ministers,  both  jurists, 
propose  that  the  commission  investi- 
gate the  allegations  about  falsifica- 
tion of  evidence  and  suborning  of 
witnesses  before  the  inquiries  of 
3984-85  by  tee  Shin  Bet  executive*.

TEL  AVIV.  - LabouT  Party  politi- 
cians are  now  waiting  to  see  whether 
Premier  Peres,  facing  ever- 
mounting  criticism  in  the  party,  will 
come  out  fora  commission  of  inquiry 
into  the  role  of  Vice  Premier  Shamur 
in  the  General  Security  Service  (Shin 
Bet)  affair. 

There  is  said  to  be  a majority  in 
the  party  favouring  an  inquiry  com- 
mission. 

The  Likud  is  in  a fighting  mood, 
confident  that  most  of  the  public  axe 
‘Ted  up  with  the  muck-raking  and 
damage  inflicted  on  the  secret  ser- 
vices," as  one  minister  told  The 
Jerusalem  Post.  The  Likud  is  accus- 
ing Labourites  clamouring  for  an 
investigation  of  being  interested 
only  in  toppling  the  unity  govern- 
ment and  foiling  the  rotation  agree- 
ment. 

As  for  the  smaller  coalition  part- 
ners, the  religious  parties  are  seen  as 
solidly  backing  the  Likud,  though 


they  have  not  beat  vocal  on  the 
issue.  But  Strinui  has  warned  that  if 
Sunday’s  cabinet  session  does  not 
deade  to  set  up  a commission,  it  will 
quit  the  coalition.  Shinm  was  already 
seen  as  unlikely  to  stay  in  the  coali- 
tion after  Shamir  takes' ova-  as  pre- 
mier.

Deputy  Prune  Minister  Yitzhak 
Navon,  who  in  Wednesday’s  inner 
cabinet  meeting  voted  in  favour  of 
the  pardon/resignation  deal,  yester- 
dy  said  that  this  did  not  mean  that  he 
opposed  a commission  of  inquiry . 

Navon  said  in  an  TV  interview 
that  “there  are  things  that  have  not 
been  investigated  and  need  inves- 
tigation.” 

Absorption  Minister  Ya’acov 
Tsur  also  came  out  yesterday  in 
favour  of  a commission  of  inquiry. 
But  Police  Minister  Hahn  Bar-Lev 
said  that  he  saw  no  reason  for  setting 
up  a commission  at  this  time.  He  said 
the  deal  reached  by  Shalom,  Herzog 
and  the  inner  cabinet  “proved”  that 
suspicions  of  serious  actions”  were 
not  ignored  and  assured  that  such 
actions  would  not  be  repeated. 

A Labour  source  predicted  last 
night  that  the  Labour-Shinui 
attempt  to  push  through  a decision 
on  a commission  of  inquiry  in  the 
cabinet  would  be  frustrated  by  the 
Likud.  Shamir,  he  said,  would  de- 
mand that  the  matter  be  shifted  to 
the  inner  cabinet,  where  a deadlock 


would  ensue -if  the  motion  were  not 
voted  down  by  a Likud-Labour 
majority  opposing  a commission  of 
inquiry.

There  was  also . an  “outside 
chance,”  added  the  source,  that  poli- 
tical brinkmanship  by  Labour  — 
meaning  a threat  to  violate  the  rota- 
tion agreement  if  the  Likud  did  not 
agree  to  a commission  of  inquiry  - 
would  force  through  the  commission 
proposal.  But  the  source  regarded 
the  chances  of  this  happening  as 
“very  small,”  given  Peres’s  vacillat- 
ing, indecisive  stand. 

Attorney-General  Yosef  Harish

As  the'  government  ordered  the 
nurses  back  to  work  yesterday,  the 
situation  in  the  country's  hospitals 
deteriorated  further. 

At  Beflinson  in  Petah  Tikva,  two- 
thirds  of  the  patients  were  dis- 
charged and  doctors  did  the  work  of 
nurses.  Families  of  patients 'so 
seriously  ill  that  they  could  not  be 
discharged  sat  at  their  bedside,  giv- 
ing them  medication  according  to 
doctors’ orders. 

IN  Tel  Aviv,  all  but  six  nurses  -at 
Icbilov  walked  off  the  job  yesterday 
afternoon  after  the  government 
issued  back-to-work  orders  c 
The  acting  director  of  the  hospital, 
Dr.  David  Goldberg,  looking  very 
tired,  told  The  Jerusalem  Post  “Fm 
very  modi  afraid  for  my  patients. 
The  six  nurses  who  have  been 
allowed  to  remain  at  work  are  at  the 
coronary  intensive  care  unit,  the 
respiratory  intensive  care  unit,  and 
in  the  operating  theatre.  On  a nor- 
mal day,  there  are  between  600  and 
700  nurses  in  the  hospitaL” 


Two  patients  in  the  surgical  de- 
partment have  gone  on  a hunger 
strike  in  support  of  the  . nurses’ 
strike.  Halina  Avi-Leah  and  Rivlca 
Shohat  told  The  Post  this  was  the 
minimum  they  could  do  to  support 
the  nurses.  •- 

In  Afula,  Knesset  Labour  and 
Welfare  Committee  chairwoman 
Ora  Namir  yesterday  urged  nurses  to 
accept  the  formula  put  forward  by 
the  Health  Ministry  and  end  the 
strike. 

Namir  visited  the  Kupat  Holim’§ 
Emek  Hospital,  where  she  saw  for 
herself  the  deteriorating  situation. 
Half  the  patients  had  been  sent 
home,  and  those  remaining  were 
being  cared  for  by  doctors,  volun- 
teers and  relatives. 

There  was  a “grave  danger  to  life” 
because  of  the  conditions  at  the 
hospitals  and  thmsituation  could  not 
continue  any  longer,  she  said.

World  Court  rules  today  onU.S.  aid  to  Contras  Hijackers  protest  over  jaii  conditions 


THE  HAGUE  (Reuter).  - The 
World  Court  may  declare  President 
Reagan’s  support  for  Nicaraguan 
Contra  rebels  illegal  today,  just  as  he 
is  savouring  a victory  in  his  fight  for 
congressional  approval  for  more 
military  aid. 

. The  verdict  from  the  UN  body  will 
end  a two-year  case  brought  by 
Nicaragua  claiming  the  U.S.  broke 
international  law  by  using  a rebel 
army  in  an  .effort  to  topple  the  left- 
wing  Sandinista  government  in  Man- 
agua. 

The  Reagan  administration, 
which  withdrew  from  the  case  and 
renounced  the  court's  jurisdiction 


last  year,  charging  Nicaragua  with 
using  it  as  a propaganda  -stage,  has 
said  it  will  ignore  any  ruling  f^ingr 
it. 

But  diplomats  said  a judgment 
critical  of  the  U.S.,  which  is  ex- 
pected in  both  Nicaragua  and 
Washington,  could  be  an  embarrass- 
ment to  the  president  and  would 
certainly  be  greeted  as  a triumph  by 
Managua. 

The  court  ruling  comes  two  days 
after  the  U.S.  House  of  Representa- 
tives approved  Reagan’s  $100  mil- 
lion aid  package  for  the  Contras,  by 
avoteof221to209. 

Reagan  haifed  the  vote  as  “prom- 


oting the  cause  of  democracy"  and  as 
a vote  against  “totalitarian  expan- 
sionism." . 

.. . Reagan  said  in  a statement  from 
Ids  California  ranch:  “With  our  help, 
the  people  of  Nicaragua  will  win 
their  struggle  to  bring  democracy  to 
their  land,  remove  the  threat  to 
neighbouring  countries  and  to  our 
own  security  and  restore  again  the 
prospects  of  peace  - and  the  chance 
for  a better  future  - to  our  hemis- 
phere.” 

In  Nicaragua.  President  Daniel 
Ortega  countered:  “We  are  not 
going  to  cower  or  take  fright,  even 
faced  with  the  possibility  of  U.S. 


troops  intervening  in  our  country. 
We  are  going  to  defend  our  revolu- 
tion." 

- Ortega  predicted  the  U.S.  action 
would  rave  the  way  for  eventual 
U.S.  mfiitary  intervention,  though 
the  one  restriction  that  the  House* 
adopted  would  bar  American  per- 
sonnel from  training  the  rebels  in  the 
combat  zone. 

In  Washington,  Nicaraguan  Fore- 
ign Minister  Miguel  d'Escuto  said  in 
light  of  the  U.S.  decision  his  govern- 
ment may  respond  by  expanding  its 
military  arsenal.  He  said  the  aid  will 
"cost  many  more  deaths."

Disney  officials  furious  over  French  opposition  to  proj  ect

PARIS  (AFP).  - Walt  Disney  Pro- 
ductions has  given  French  officials  a 
fortnight  to  make  up  their  minds 
about  a plan  to  build  the  first  Euro- 
pean Disneyland  on  the  outskirts  of 
Paris  - an  idea  that  has  local  fanners, 
ecologists  and  communists  up  in 
nrms. 

Negotiators  from  the  giant  U.S. 
entertainment  conglomerate,  re- 
portedly furious  by  the  recent  turn  of 
events,  left  Paris  earlier  this  week  for 
>he  U.S.  after  the  lie  de  France  Re- 
gional Council  decided  not  to  en- 


dorse the  project  just  yet. 

The  Disney  officials  said  they 
would  return  July  11  - allowing  the 
regional  council  more  time  to  study 
the  impact  of  the  multi-million- 
dollar  theme  park  in  the  countryside 
around  Marne- la- Vail ee,  a newly 
developed  comm  unity  30  kms  east  of 
Paris. 

Enthusiasm  for  a French  Disney- 
land - based  in  concept  on  similar 
Disney  theme  parks  in  California 
and  Florida  - ran  high  back  in  De- 
cember 1985.  when  an  agreement  in 


principle  was  signed  with  Disney. 

All  eyes  then  were  on  the  poten- 
tial economic  benefits:  an  initial  in- 
vestment of  10  to  15  trillion  French 
francs  ($1.4  - $2.1  billion),  creation 
of  6,000  jobs  over  five  yean  of 
construction,  and  another  25,000 
jobs  once  the  park  opened  to  cope 
with  as  many  as  10  million  visitors  a 
year. 

But  the  mood  began  to  sour  when 
farmers  and  ecologists,  supported  by 
the  French  Communist  Party  and  its 


ailed  labour  union,  the  CGT,  laun- 
ched a campaign  against  the  park. 

An  association  of  Citizens  Against 
the  Development  of  a Eurodjsney- 
land  (Acide)  was  established,  rein- 
forced by  a local  association  “for  the 
preservation  of  nature”  and  a coor- 
dinating bureau  of  environmental 
groups. 

Toe  opponents  spoke  of  the  pro- 
ject as  a “giant  ripoff. ..  an  adventure 
that  could  only  be  harmful  for  the 
region,  and  even  the  country  as  J 
whole.’*

Another  old  lady  killed 

PARIS  (AFP).  - The  gruesome 
series  of  murders  of  old  ladies  here 
has  continued  with  the  discovery 
Wednesday  of  the  body  of  77-year- 
old  Helene'  Sexeresse. 

She  was  the  twelfth  victim  this 
year  and  the  30th  since  1984.  The 
police  say  the  murders  are  not  the 
work  of  one  person  or  group  of 
people,  but  they  believe  later  killers 
have  been  emulating  earlier  ones. 

. ' Sexeressc’s  body,  hands  and  feet 
tied  with  a doth,  had  been  cut  bv  a 
knife.  Her  home  was  ransacked,  ‘the 
door  to  the  third-floor  apartment  in 
Paris's  11th  District  had  not  been 
forced,  suggesting  she  may  have 
known  her  killer. 

Magistrate  loves  terrorist 

NAPLES  (Reuter).  - A Naples 
magistrate  has  asked  for  a transfer  to 
another  area  after  judicial  author- 
ities investigated  his  love  affair  with 
a Red  Brigades  terrorist- turned- 
informer,  judicial  sources  said 
yesterday. 

They  said  Olindo  Ferrone,  37.  had 
admitted  falling  in  love  with  Eli- 
sabetta  Giove.  28.  after  she  was 
arrested  in  November  1982  and  gave 
information  to  him  about  her  former 
comrades. 

Giove,  married  to  a jailed  mem- 
ber of  the  Naples  Red  Brigades,  was 
sentenced  to  two  years  imprison- 
ment for  involvement  in  robbery  and 
possessing  arms  and  explosives'  She 
was  released  after  eight  months  fol- 
lowing her  decision  to  give  evidence 
against  former  associates  to  Fer- 
rone. 

OK  for  Shakespeare 

LONDON  (AFP).  - More  than  300 
years  after  Shakespeare’s  Globe 
Playhouse  was  destroyed,  an  Amer- 
ican actor  and  director  has  won  a 
high  court  wrangle  to  build  an  au- 
thentic replica  on'  the  original  site. 

Sam  Wanamaker,  founder  of  the 
Shakespeare  Globe  Trust  set  up  for 
the  £18  million  project,  took  South- 
wark Council  to  court  to  force  it  to 
release  the  land  to  build  the  theatre 
on  the  south  bank  of  the  River 
Thames. 

The  Labour-controlled  council 
had  opposed  the  project  on  the 
grounds  that  its  main  priority  was  to 
provide  council  housing  in  the  run- 
down docks  area. 

Girl  to  read  liberty  letter 

NEW  YORK  (AP).  - An  11-year- 
old  girl  whose  family  fled  Vietnam  in 
a fishing  boat  has  been  selected  to 
read  her  letter  celebrating  the  100th 
birthday  of  the  Statue  of  liberty 
before  millions  of  television  viewers. 

Hue  Cao  of  Waipahu,  Hawaii, 
was  chosen  from  winning  writers  in 
48  states,  Guam,  Puerto  Rico  and 
the  District  of  Columbia  to  read  her 
letter  on  July  3,  said  a Liberty 
Weekend  spokesman.

Tumbling  o3  prices-are  good  news 
For  the  economy,  but  they  may- be  bad 
news  Tor  the  nation’s  clean  air,  an 
environment  expert  warned  yester- 
day. 

Dr.  Shlorao  Brovender  was  speak- . 
ing  after  Energy  Ministry  officials 
said  that  cheaper  oil  meant  more 
cpsde  and  less  coal  would  be  ustd  to 
fire  power  stations  in  the  coming 
year. 

Brovender,  head  of  the  energy  sec- 
tion of  the  Environment  Protection 
Service,  reported  that  a “continuing 
dialogue'’  was  going  on  between  the 
two  sides  over  the  issue. 

'We  are  concerned  that  a return 
to  burning  low-grade  oil  could  mean 
a return  to  the  situation  we  had  some 
years  ago  when  parts  of  the  country 
had  extremely  high  concentrations  of 
sulphur  dioxide  in  the  air.”  be  said. 

This  chemical,  he  said,  is  emitted 
by  oil-fired  power  stations  and  is  the 
cause  0T  so-called  acid  rain. 

“Wt  understand  that  the  country 
most  take  advantage  of  low-priced  o3 
while  it  is  available.  But  we  shall 
demand  and  require  that  emissions 
remain  within  acceptable  limits,”  he 
stressed.

BEERSHEBA.  - On  Wednesday, 
the  International  Women’s  Music 
Festival  came  up  with  a major  dis- 
covery: “Multi-piano”  by  Smadar 
Handelsnian,  composed  for  a piano 
and  a four-track  tape  (a  version  for 
five  pianos  also  exists).

Soviet  travel  bureau  charged  with

NEW  YORK.  - The  most  promin- 
ent American  group  working  on  be- 
half of  Soviet  Jews  has  filed  suit  in 
the  New  York  State  Supreme  Court 
against  Intourist,  accusing  the  Soviet  - 
Union’s  travel . bureau  of  violating 
New  York  State’s  consumer  protec- 
tion law. 

The  suit,  filed  on  .Wednesday  by 
the  National  Conference  on  Soviet 
Jewry  (NCSJ),  along  with  38  of  its 
member  agencies  and  14  American 
citizens  who  were  harassed  by  Soviet 
agents  during  or  after  visits  to  Soviet 
Jews  in  the  USSR,  charges  Intourist 
with  “illegal,  fraudulent,  and  mis- 
leading promotional  activities.” 
These  include  failing  to  disclose  that 
American  tourists  who  plan  to  visit 
refuseniks  and  other  Soviet  Jews  run 
a high  risk  of-beiog  harassed  by 


Soviet  officials. 

Yuri  Stourlov,  deputy  general- 
manager  of  the  Intourist  office  in 
New  York,  declined  to  comment 
directly -on  the  lawsuit,  but  said:  “It 
is  true  that  there  are  very  strict 
regulations  for  visiting  the  Soviet 
Union.  This  is  not lhe~ case  only  in 
the  Soviet  Union,  but  in  many  coun- 
tries. As  you  know,  there  is  a great 
problem  concerning  terrorism.” 

The  suit  charges  that  the  harass- 
ment  is  officially  sanctioned  and  im- 
plemented by  the  Soviet  govern- 
ment, and  takes  such  forms  as  strip 
and  body-cavity  searches,  interroga- 
tion, confiscation  of  personal  prop- 
erty, and  expulsion  from  the  USSR. 

The  NCSJ  and  the  other  plaintiffc 
are  demanding  a court  order  requir- 
ing Intourist  to  disclose  fully  in  its 
promotional  material  that  certain

THE  DEAL  worked  out  to  remove 
the  GSS  affair  from  the  national 
agenda  did  not  spell  “a  black  day  for 
the  rule  of  law*  in  this  country,  but  it 
did  constitute  a very  black  day  for 
those  in  Labour  who  want  to  welch 
out  of  the  rotation  agreement."  says 
Likud  MK  Uzi  Landau,  giving  voice 
to  an  almost  unanimous  sentiment  in 
his  party. 

The  feeling  in  the  Likud  is  that 
renewed  calls  for  the  _ establishme  n i 
of  as  inquiry  commission  despite  the 
deal  are  nothing  but  a thinly-veiled 
attempt  to  bring  down  the  govern- 
ment and  prevent  Vice  Premier  Yit- 
zhak Shamir  from  taking  over  the 
premiership  from  Shimon  Peres  in 
October. 

“The  outcry  now  is  partisan  and 
political.  It  nolonger  has  anything  to 
do  with  foe  issues  at  hand  which 
were  dealt  with  in  the  only  way 
possible,  imperfect  as  the  solution 
was,”  says  Landau.  “Let’s  not  beat 
around  the  bush  - the  closer  the  date 
of  rotation  gets,  the  more  certain 
groups  in  foe  Alignment  seek  to 
cling  to  power  and  the  more  they 
seem  to  lose  the  restraints  on  their 
tongues." 

Landau  hopes  that  the  Likud  will 
not  panic  in  view  “of  the  hysteria 
which  some  in  Labour  fan.  Inquity 
commissions  can  be  disastrous  in 
their  results.  I only  regret  that  the 
Likud  lacked  the  political  resolve  to 
battle  foe  hysteria  that  resulted  in 
the  establishment  of  the  Kahan 
Commission  in  1982.  With  the  dis- 
tance of  time  and  the  wisdom  of 
hindsight,  it  is  clear  to  see  how  mucb 
damage  that  commission  wrought 
this  country  both  .as  far  as  its  image 
overseas  is  concerned  and  as  far  as  its 
stifling  effect  bn  independent  initia- 
tive by  IDF  officers.  I pray  foat  foe 
bitter  lesson  which  should  have  been 
learned  from  that  commission  will 
not  be  lost  on  the  Likud  now.” 

Shamir  comes  off  with  high  marks 
in  Landau's  estimation.  “He  showed 
remarkable  courage  in  his  steadfast 
opposition  to  an  investigation.  It  is 
not  easy  for  a public  figure  to  pit 
himself  against  trendy,  fashionable 
opinion,  especially  if  it  is  also  de- 
picted as  being  sounded  by  guar- 
dians of  the  nation’s  conscience  and 
the  rule  of  law.  Shamir  knew  that  the 


investigation  would  have  devastated 
and  utterly  ruined  the  most  impor- 
tant tool  this  nation  has  devised 
against  terror.  Shamir  himself  has 
nothing  to  fear,  and  those  who  seek 
to  imply  u personal  guilt  as  far  as  he 
is  concerned  knowingly  malign  him 
with  narrow  political  objectives  in 
mind.” 

Landau  told  The  Post  that  those 
who  so  vociferously  cry  out  for  an 
inquiry  commission  and  who  ware 
against  whitewashing  the  politicians' 
role  in  the  affair  should  remember 
that  Shamir  will  not  be  the  only  one 
to  be  investigated.  The  cover-up 
charges  levelled  against  Shamir  per- 
tain to  the  period  in  which  the  Zorea 
Commission  looked  into  the  after- 
math  of  the  bus  hijacking  in  I9&1. 
However,  when  the  Blaitman  Com- 
mission did  its  own  investigation. 
Peres  was  already  prime  minister 
and  as  far  as  that  period  is  con- 
cerned. he  too  would  have  to  be 
investigated.  Furthermore,  if  the 
GSS  work  methods  were  to  he  scruti- 
nized. than  the  role  of  previous  pre- 
miers and  defence  ministers  would 
also  have  fo  be  considered  and  here 
we  gel  into  the  pre-1977  era  when 
both  Peres  and  Yitzhak  Rabin  were 
involved.  “It  would  serve  Labour 
politicians  well  to  think  twice  very 
soberly.”  he  warns. 

BLIT  LANDAU  is  no  longer  sure 
that  Labour  politicians  “necessarilv 
have  Peres's  best  interests  and  poli- 
tical welfare  at  heart  anymore. 
Labour's  favourite  pastime  in  recent 
months  is  to  picture  the  Likud  as 
divided,  while  taking  pride  in  the 
ostensible  harmony  in  Labour.  “The' 
whispers  against  Peres  now  bring 
back  to  mind  the  quarrels  and  inter- 
nal bickering  that  always  so  char- 
acterized Labour.”  Landau  main- 
tains: 

“The  only  glue  keeping  that  party 
together  is  the  desire  to  cling  on  to 
power.  As  rotation  nears,  so  the 
cracks  in  Labour  unity  widen  palp- 
ably. Even  such  supposedly  faithful 
allies  of  Peres,  such  as  Eneigy  Minis- 
ter Moshe  Shahal,  now  undermine 
his  authority,  because  he  agreed  to  a 
solution  which  would  bring  them 
against  their  will  to  rotation.

■ Israeli  visitors  had  been  forewarned 
by  local  reporters  that  Demjanjuk  is 
wary  of  strangers  and  reluctant  to 
talk.  After  preliminary  appraisals  by 

- the  oldest  Demjanjuk  child  and  the 
family  priest,  a regular  visitor  to  the 
household.'  Vera  Demjanjuk  was 
convinced  that  it  was  in  her  best 
interest  to  talk  to  those  du  obviously 
perceived  with  suspicion  as  intrud- 
ers. 

From  her  comfortable  salon,  a 
room  decorated  with  a combination 
of  Old  World  artifacts.  Ukrainian 
religious  icon.sand  J.C.  Penney-style 
furnishings.  Demjanjuk  hungrily 
absorbs  any  information  her  Israeli 
visitors  can  convey  cl  hei  husband 
John.  After  coffee  Is  served,  she 
interrupts  obligatory  pleasantries 
with  the  blunt  query:  “Ate  you  Jew- 
ish?" Only  after  religion  has  been 
dearly  established  does  Demjanjuk 
proceed  with  her  tale  of  what  she 
claims' is  “the  victimization  of  Ivan 
Demjanjuk.” 

As  her  trembling  hands  trace  the 
tiny  red  Israeli  postmarks  on  the 
brown  envelopes  now  wrinkled  with 
use.  Demjanjuk  is  reminded  of  a 
country  she  has  never  seen  and  only 
vaguely  understands,  and  admits  to 
being  frightened  over  the  power  this 
little  Middle  East  n.iifen  wield'  over 
her  family ’s  future 

AFTER  NINE  year?  of  unsuccessful 
legal  attempts  to  block  denciuraiiza- 
tion  and  to  -reclaim  her  husband's, 
honour.  Demjanjuk  is  battle  weaiy. 
A Cleveland  court  holds.ihe  deed  to 
her  home  and  she  is  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  dollars  in  debt.  Yet  she 
refuses  to  stop  fighting.  To  this  day. 
Demjanjuk  adamantly  denies  that 
her  husband,  was  Ivan  the  Terrible, 
the  Treblinka  gas  chamber  attendant 
who.  from  May.  1942  to  August. 
1943,  allegedly  fed  around  850.000 
Jews  and  others  to  the  Nazi  death 
machine. 

Now  she,  her  three  children.and  a 
clergyman  from  St.  Vladrair's  Ukrai- 
nian church  are  preparing  for  the 
final  battle  scheduled  lo  lake  place  in 
Jerusalem  this  fall.  They  realize  that.  • 
if  found  guilty  under  the  1950  Nazi 
and  Nazi  Collaborators  Act,  the  66- 
year-old  Demjanjuk  m?y  meet  his 
death  by  banging. 

“I  don’t  blame  the  Jews.”  says 
Demjanjuk  with  seeming  sincerity. 
“I  am  just  angry  that  they’ve  chosen 
to  participate  in  the  Soviet-led  con- 
spiracy against  my  husband . ” 

Demjanjuk  and  her  three  children 
Lydia,  36,  Irene.  26.  and  John  Jr.. 
20,  are  convinced  that  John  Ivan 
Demjanjuk  was  one  of  a select  list  of 
naturalized  American  "traitors" 
that  the  Soviet  Union  set  out  to 
punish  in  the  early  70s.  Says  Deni- 
janjuk:  “In  Soviet  eyes,  niv  husband 
is  guilty.  He  refused  to  cues  the 
buffet  order  {the  order  to  commit 
suicide)  when  captured  by  the  Gei- 
raans.  But  to  jump  to  .conclusions 
and  accuse  my  husband  of  being  a 
Nazi  is  a disgusting  lie  on  the  part  of 
the  Soviets,  who  conceived  the  plot, 
and  the  Americans  and  Israelis,  who 
went  along  with  it."

rewording  the  bereaved  mother  with 
monthly  compensation.  “If  I hadn't 
gone  back  to  see  my  family  and  to 
see  Ivan's  mother,  he  probably 
would  be  here  today  enjoying  retire- 
ment and  visiting  with  the  kids,"  says 
Demjanjuk. 

ACCORDING  TO  the  Demjanjuk 
family,  an  article  appearing  in  a 1975 
issue  of  The  Soviet  Way,  an  English 
language  official  magazine  pub- 
lished in  New  York,  set  the  pace  for 
the  budding  KGB  conspiracy  by 
labelling  the' Ukrainian  as  a "Hitler- 
ite henchman”  and  a “traitor  to  the 
motherland. " 

Soon  afterward,,  says  American 
attorney  Mark  O'Connor,  selected 
to  represent  Demjanjuk  in  Israel, 
the  U.S.  Justice  Department's 
Office  of  Special  Investigations 
(OSI)  received  Soviet-supplied  de- 
positions in  which  Soviet  citizens 
claimed  to  have  seen  the  former 
Russian  soldier  in  Nazi  uniform.  The 
Soviets  also  gave  the  OSI  a photo- 
copy of  ID  card  number  1393 
allegedly  issued  at  the  Trawniki  Nazi 
training  camp  in  1941  and  signed  by 
cuinp  commander  Kar!  Streibel.  The 
OSI  based  its  campaign  to  strip  De- 
mjanjuk  of  his  U.S.  citizensmp  on 
this  document,  says  O'Connor. 

By  the  fall  of  1976.  one  year  after 
the  publication  of  Demjanjuk's 
name  in  the  not  widely  circulated 
Soviet  organ,  the  hard-working,  vir- 
tually unknown  Ford  autoworker 
from  Ohio  was  catapulted  to  instant 
notoriety. 

The  Demjanjuk  family  priest  and 
his  1. 154-strong  congregation  at  St. 
Vladmir’s  Ukrainian  . church;.-  fully 
support  the  Demjanjuk  theory  of. 
Soviet  conspiracy. . In  Tact,  the- 
church  has  collected  tremendous 
sums  to  fight  what  they  perceive  as 
an  infringement  of  Demjanjuk’s  and 
all  Ukrainian-American  rights.  In 
addition,  a national  organization  cal- 
led Cause  - Committee  Against  the 
Lise  of  Soviet  Evidence  - has  don- 
ated thousands  of  dollars. 

“We  have  nothing  against  the 
Jews.”  says  Father  George  of  the 
local  Ukrainian  church.  “On  the 
contrary,  the  Jews  and  the  Ukrai- 
nians share  a long  history  of  Russian 
repression." 

Vera  Demjanjuk  tries  to  down- 
play the  uncomfortable  life-style 
she's  had  to  endure  since  her  hus- 
band started  making  headlines.  She 
insists  that  things  have  calmed  down 
somewhat  and  that  she  maintains 
correct,  even  friendly  relations  .with 
her  neighbours.  She  admits,  howev- 
er, to  having  to  fend  off  threatening 
phone  calls  and  abrasive  physical 
encounters  outside  her  home,  at  the 
neighbourhood  grocer  and  at  the 
nearby  General  Electric  plant  where 
she  works  on  the  assembly  line. 

HER  INSTINCT  for  self- 
preservation  has  taught  her  to  speak* 
in  the  guarded  longue  of  a politician, 
and  she  measures  and  weighs  each 
thought  carefully  before  expressing 
it  verbally.  Her  approach  to  ques- 
tions she  finds  particularly  prob- 
lematic is  to  gently  steer  the  con- 
versation to  another,  less  sensitive, 
topic. 

When  asked  if  Ivan  Demjanjuk 
confided  his  wartime  activities  to  his 
fiancee  during  their  courtship,  Vera 
thinks  a while  before  explaining,  “I 


knew  exactly  who  I married,  a sim- 
ple. home-loving  farm  boy.” 

Did  she  and"  her  husband  ever 
speak  utthe  children  about  World 
War  II.  the  Holocaust  and  the  im- 
mediate post-war  years?  “Sure  we 
discussed  these  events  briefly  now 
and  then,  but  it's  a sad.  unfortunate 
period  in  all  our  lives  and  we  thought 
it  bc«t  not  to  dwell  on  the  past.”  says 
Vera. 

When  asked  about  the  tatoo  mark 
under  her  husband's  left  arm.  a tatoo 
allegedly  given  to  many  SS  troops, 
Vera  Demjanjuk  becomes  vague 
and  fumbling.  Father  George  helps 
her  out  by  readily  explaining.  “Sure 
he  was  tatrioed  by  the  Germans,  just 
like  all  the  other  PqWs.  Then  when 
the  Allies  approached,  the  Germans 
released  the  PoWs  and  sent  them 
back  to  the  from.  It  was  then  that 
Ivan  tried  to- burn  off  the  tell-tale 
mark  of  the  Germans.  He  did  it  out 
of  fear  of  Russian  reprisal." 

“I  tell  you  he's  innocent  of  all  the 
gruesome  allegations  against  him,” 
says  the  slightly  built,  neatly  dressed 
Vera  Demjanjuk.  “I  of  all  people 
should  know  the  truth  about  ray 
husband.  We’ve  been  married  for  38 
years;  even  his  mother  hasn't  known 
him  os  Long  as  I because,  at  age  22, 
he  was  taken  from  her  and  she  hasn't 
seen  him  since.” 

VERA  MET  Demjanjuk  in  Land- 
shut.  Germany  m a displaced  per- 
sons camp  immediately  after  the 
war.  Vera,  a student  at  the  time,  was 
attracted  by  the  tall,  introspective 
man.  The  two  married  in  1947  in 
Regensburg.  Germany  where  Ivan 
worked  at  a U.S.  military  post  as  a 
truck'  driver.  When  their  eldest 
daughter,  Lydia,  was  bom  in  1948. 
the  couple  derided  a better  world 
awaited  them  across  the  ocean.  They 
found  a sponsor  in  Indiana  through 
Ivan's  military  connections  and  the 
couple  finally  arrived  in  America  on 
February  9.  1952. 

A series  of  blue-collar  odd  jobs 
supported  the  couple  in  their  early 
years  in  America.  Ivan,  highly  per- 
sonable but  with  a mere  five  years  of 
formal  education,  worked  as  a farm 
band,  delivery  man  and  truck  driver 
until  the  promise  of  a good,  steady 
income  with  the  newly-opened  Ford  . 
Motor  plant  brought  them  to  Cleve- 
land. 

On  November  14,  1958,  Ivan  and 
Vera  Demjanjuk  became  natural- 
ized American  citizens.  It  was  then 
that  Demjanjuk  changed  his  name  to 
John,  a natural  translation,  says 
Vera,  from  the  Ukrainian  “Ivan.” 


“HOW  CAN  anyone  think  my  hus- 
band has  something  to  hide?  If  he 
(did,  don't  you  think  he  would  have 
changed  his  name  or  at  least  made 
his  phone  number  and  address  ina- 
cessibie  to  the  public?  And,  if  we  had 
something  to  hide,  why  would  we 
dare  name  our  only  son  after  his 
father?  I tell  you  we  are  biding  no- 
thing. On  the  contrary,  we  are  proud 
of  John  Ivan  Demjanjuk.”  a some- 
what agitated  Vera  exclaims. 

Father  George  tries  to  relieve  the 
tension  in  the  room  by  offering  a 
character  reference  of  the  man  now 
incarcerated  in  Ayalon  Prison. 
“Anyone  who  has  knowo  John  has' 
only  good  things  to  say  about  the 
man.  He  was  a regular  volunteer  in 
our  church  kitchen,  helping  the 
women  make  perogies  (potato-filled 
East  Europea n-style  blintzes). 
When  he  wasn’t  at  the  church  or  at 
work,  he  could  be  found  at  home, 
tending  the  lush  vegetable  garden  he 
created  from  a bare  pateh  of  earth,” 
says  the  priest. 

“We’ve  had  wonderful  years  in 
America.  Our  house  was  always  full 
of  fife  and  hope,”  says  Vera  Dem- 
janjuk. Sitting  in  a cane  rocker, 
thumbing  through  four-  and  five- 
page  letters  written  in  her  husband's 
familiar  Ukrainian  scrawl , Vera  now 
ponders  what  she  says  is  the  betrayal 
of  a country  she  has  grown  to  love. 

To  Vera  Demjanjuk,  the  years  of 
litigation  and  the  eventual  denatur- 
alization of  her  husband  were  the 
ultimate  insult  to  a family  who  has 
worked  hard  to  become  a part  of  the 
American  mainstream.  Her  two 
American-born  children.  Irene  and 
John  Jr.,  Vera  believes,  are  living 
proof  of  a successful  assimilation  in 
the  land  of  opportunity.  Their  one 
and  only  grandchild.  Edward. 
Irene's  six-month-old  son,  marks  the 
second  generation  of  a family  trying 
to  make  good  in  the  new  world. 

“We’ve  been  exemplary  Amer- 
icans; none  of  ns  has  ever  been  on 
the  wrong  side  of  the  law.  Why  John 
never  even  got  a traffic  citation,” 
says  Vera. 

Lydia  seems  the  most  affected  by 
her  father's  ordeal.  She  has  chosen 
to  quit  her  job  to  work  full-time  as 
heT  father's  public  relations  repre- 
sentative writing  letters  to  local  pap- 
ers and  insisting  that  rebuttals  of 
inaccurate  reporting  get  published. 
In  the  middle  of  her  father's  denatur- 
alization trial,  her  husband  of  two 
years  left  her  and  she’s  since  di- 
vorced. Lydia  recalls  the  day  her 
father  was  arrested  some  18  months 


“There  were  dozens  of  federal 
agents  surrounding  the  house  for 
more  than  two  days.  They  weren’t 
wearing  uniforms  and  they  refused 
to  identify  themselres.  and  we  were 
scared  silly.  When  we  phoned  the 
local  police  to  ask  for  help,  they 
ignoreb  us."  she  says. 

LYDIA  LAM"  safr  her  father  last 
February  at  trc  fedJ^al  penitentiary 
in  New  York.  “We  left  him  and  they 
told  us  we  could  return  (he  next  day. 
That  same  evening,  however,  they 
flew  him  to  Washington  and  every- 
thing was  ready  for  his  flight  to 
Israel.  They  kept  the  whole  thing  a 
big  secret  which  I find  ridiculous  and 
unfair.” 

An  angry  and  resentful  Lydia  con- 
tinues ffer  diatribe  against  the  nebu- 
lous group  of  government  officials 
she  prefers  to  call  "they.”  “All  along 
they  were  cruel  to  us,  lying  to  us  and 
delibeiUtely  making  things  bard 
When  my  dad  was  in  prison  near 
Cleveland  they  suddenly  transferred 
him  to  Missouri.  They  said  he  had  a 
bad  heart  and  needed  special  help  in 
Missouri,  UVit  we  know  that  he's 
never  ever  suffered  from  heart  prob- 
lems,” she  says. 

Responding  to  press  reports  that 
compare  hu-  father  to  Adolf  Eich- 
mann,  LjraSUrhokjs  back  tears  and 
lashes  out,  “ftgsKR  anyone  dare  to 
compare  my  fflner  with  such  an  evil, 
humanity-hating  man?  My  father’s 
name  and  that  of  Eichmann  should 
never  be  uttered  in  the  same 
breath." 

The  Demjanjuk  family  finds  it 
particularly  ironic  thar  John  Sr.  is 
sitting  in  Ramie,  learning  the  Heb- 
rew language;  and  that  his  only  visi- 
tors are  prison  personnel,  magistrate 
court  judges  and  police  investiga-

Demjanjuk's  daughters  brought 
up  the  subject  of  acquittal  repeated- 
ly during  the  course  of  the  three- 
hour  Jerusalem  Post  interview.  The 
daughters,  it  seems,  believe  in  their 
father's  innocence.  They  hope  that 
Israeli  justice  will  vindicate  the  man 
they  know  only  as  gentle,  loving  and 
kind.  The  action  of  possible  acquit- 
tal. however,  was  never  discussed  by 
Vera. 

When  asked  why.  Vera  broke 
down  and  cried,  the  only  crack  in  her 
otherwise  flaw  less  composure.  After 
a minute,  she  replied.  “I  like  to  take 
one  step  at  a time.

- Jewish* Agency:  Diaspora  leadership 
is  being  bamboozled  by  their. part- 
ners in  fire  Jewish  Agency;  and  the 
Jewish 'Agency  is  a petrified  forest. 

- Readers  will  .find  that  Hoffman 
supplies  his  own  refutations  of  his 
arguments  by  amply  and  consistently 
. quoting- information  and  data  from 
agency  reports  and  studies  dealing 
with  the  issues  he  raises,  and  to 
which  he  implies  the  agency  does  not 
address  itself. 

For  the  record,  it  should  be  noted 
that  since  1971,  when  the  Jewish 
Agency  was  reconstituted  to  create 
the  present  50-50  partnership.  Di- 
aspora leadership  has  had  an  equal 
and  direct  say  in  the  running  of  the 
agency,  particularly  in  regard  to  dis- 
tribution of  funds,  and  in  monitoring 
how  the  funds  are  spent. 

One  could  not  find  a more  thor- 
ough and  open  ongoing  budget  and 
financing  process  man  the  one  con- 
ducted by  the  Budget  and  Finance 
Committee  of  the  Agency's  Board  of 
Governors.  The  books  are  open. 
The  sessions  are  open.  Indeed,  in 
February  of  this  year  the  meetings 
were  held  in  New  York  so  that  file 
Budget  and  Finance  Committee  ses- 
sions would' be  open  to  American 
and  other  Jewish  community  lead- 
ers. 

Accountability  is  a year-round 
process,  allowing  for  changes  and 
modifications  as  the  budget  is  being 
osed.  and  keeping  the  agency  consti- 
’ tuexrcy  continually  informed.  - 

As  to  operations  and  program- 
mes, there  is  no  depaxtinent  of  the 
Jewish  Agency  that  is  not  responsive 
to  changing  needs  and  situations  and 
that  has  not  itself  undergone  change 
in  operating  methods. 

Project  Renewal  and  Operation 
Moses  are  two  outstanding  examples 
of  response  to  contemporary  needs. 
In  file  case  of  rural  settlement,  the 
Jewish  Agency  has  acted  to  forestall 
the  deepening  crisis  in  many  mosha- 
vira  and  is  addressing  itself  to  finding 
new  and  diverse  ways  of  solving  the 
long-term  problem. 

Hoffman  quotes  from  the  Jewish 
Education  Committee  of  the  agency 
board  and  from  a study  commis- 
sioned by  the  agency  to  highlight 
criticisms  of  the  agency  and  WZO 
involvement  in  Jewish  education. 
The  very  sources  he  rites  are  proof 
that  the  Jewish  Agency  is  constantly 
responding  to  new  situations  and 
seeking  new  ways  to  implement  solu- 
tions to  these  problems. 

THE  FACT  is  that  the  Jewish  Agen- 
cy is  continually  monitoring  itself 
and  undergoing  self-evaluation,  and 
opening  itself  to  such  monitoring

THE  PROBLEMS  of  the  nature  and 
■ makeup  of  the  Jewish  state,  its  justi- . 
fi cation  for  being  and  its  direction 
for  the  future,  are  usually  decided  in 

. the  Knesset,  if  not  in  the  street. 

Rarely  do  thinkers  attempt  to  take 

a • a step  backward  and  view  the  State 
" of  Israel  in  perspective.  Indeed,  it 

• has  been  suggested  that  the  absence 

of  a theoretical  foundation  in  recent 
times  ;is  what  has  brought  some 
Orthodox  and  ultra-Orthodox  dr- . 
- cles  to  charge  the  State  of  Israel  and 
Zionism  with  ideological  bankrupt- 
cy. 

Into  the  vacuum,  as  it  were,  step- 
. ped  the  Shalom  Hartman  Institute  in 

. Jerusalem,  which  this  week  has  been 

. holding  a study  conference  with  20 
' * leading  philosophers  from  Israel  and 
abroad.  Four  of  them  this  week  met 
with  David  Hartman,  director  of  the 
institute,  and  senior  members  of  The 
Jerusalem  Post  editorial  staff  to  dis- 
cuss these  problems.

Morgenbesser  of  Columbia  Uni- 
versity, Charles  Taylor  of  McGill 
University,  Michael  Walzer  erf  the 
Princeton  University  Institute  for 
Advanced  Studies  and  Avishai  Mar- 
galit  of  the  Hebrew  University.

Zizit  (pronounced  Tritrit)?  The 
old  Jewish  Encyclopedia  sends  us  to 
“see  Fringes.”  The  more  recent  En- 
cyclopedia Jndaica  has  this  to  say: 
“name  of  the  tassels  attached  to  the 
four  corners  of  special  garments 
worn  .by.  men  in  fulfilment  of  the 
biblical  commandment  in  Numbers 
15:37-41  and  Deuteronomy  22:12.  It 
a has  been  suggested  that  the  zizit 
*v  ' served  as  a talisman  (amulet)  or  that 
it  was  i instituted  in  order  to  disting- 
uish between  male  and  female  gar- 
ments which  were  very  similar  in 
biblical  times.”  End  of  quote. 

The  tanaim,  the  leadfog  rabbinic 
sages  of  the  early  centimes  of  the  - 
common  era,  seem  to  be  far  more 
enamoured  with  the  subject  than  the 
modern  encyclopedists:  “Whosoever 
fulfils, 'toe  precept  of  zizit  is  to-  be 
considered  as  if  he  has  fulfilled  the 
entire  !ToraM...  “Whosoever  faffis 
the  precept  of  zizit.  Script  me  looks 
upon  him  as  if  he  was  in  the  company 
of  the  SheduncT  (the  holy  presence  erf 
God)...  “Tbe  commandment  of  zizit 
outweighs  aQ  other  commandments 
of  the  Torn”  (Sifrei  15,  39:  TB 
Nedarim  25a  and  many,  parallel 
source?). 

§ If  these  exalting  statements  were 
- not  enough,  the  passage  m Numbers 
15:  37-41,  which  contains  the  com- 
mandment to  put  tassels  entwined 
with  a thread  of  purple,  on  the 
four-cornered  garments,  became  at 
a very  early  stage  in  the  formation  of

Jewish  liturgy  part  erf  the  twice  daily 
recitation  of  the  “declaration  of 
faith”  (Mishna  Tamid  5,1).

Looking 
at  them  wifi  cause  yon  not  to  follow 
your  own  wandering  desires  and  fan- 
cies, but  to  obey  all  the  command- 
ments in  order  to  become  “holy”  far 
the  sake  of  God.  • _ 1 _ 

Absent-minded  and  forgetful  as 
people  are,  the  extra  fringes  on  the 
garment  which  they  wear  will  remind 
them  of  their  duty,  not  letting  their 
mind  stray  in  pursuit  of  their  heart’s 
desires  and  lustful  eyes.  Elaborating 
on  this  obvious  rationale  for  zizit, 
the  rabbis  offer  a beautiful  explana- 
tion on  how  the  zizit  accomplish,  this 
task.

Moreover.  Hartman  predicted,  if 
real  power  ever  does  fell  into  the 
hands  of  those  who  believe  that  the 
entire  Tora  was  revealed  at  Sinai, 
one  cannot  guarantee  the  future  of 
the  liberal  society.  We  must  face  the 
reality,  he  said,  of  an  inevitable 
conflict  between  liberalism  and 
halachic  Judaism,  which  had  never 
viewed  noo-halachic  movements  as 
legitimate  expressions  of  Judaism.

But 
despite^ this,  he  did  seem  to  feel  that 
there  could  evolve  a Jewish  religious 
tradition  which  would  adapt  itself  to 
anew  liberalism.

impact  resulting  from  a train  of  asso- 
ciations in  colour.  “The  purple  of  the 
zizit  resembles  the  ocean,  tile  ocean 
resembles  the  heavens,  the  heavens 
bring  to  mad  the  throne  of  glory. 
I T re’ item  oto  u’zchartem  et  hoi  mitz- 
vot  hashem  - “and  you  shall  look  at  it 
(at  the  fringe)  and  be  reminded  of  all 
tiie  commandments  erf  the  Lord.” 
The  word  “it”  (oto)  could  also  mean 
“Him”  (there  being  no  neutral  gen- 
der in  Hebrew).  Hence,  looking  at 
the  colour  of  the  purple  thread,  one 
can  behold  Him.  as  it  were,  and 
thereby  be  reminded  of  .His  com- 
mandments. 

THE  zirir  are  not  the  only  reminders 
of  the  commandments.  There  are 
other  signs  and  symbols  ( tefilin, 
mezuza,  etc.)  which  fin  this  purpose.

man  said,  but  he  added  that  he  had  a 
“gut  feeling  that  we  want  te  live 
together  and  don’t  want  civil  war.”  If 
anything,  he  added,  he  had  less  faith 
in  Orthodoxy  coining  to  terms  with 
liberalism  in  America  where  “every- 
one can  join  their  own  shul.” 

MARGALIT  WARNED  that  the 
speakers  were  confusing  two  notions 
of  liberalism,  the  classical  European 
liberalism,  which  tends  to  view  its 
role  as  taking  part  in  the  struggle 
between  church  and  state  and  the 
Anglo-Saxon  version,  which  stresses 
restraining  the  state  so  to  ensure  th£ 
freedom  of  the  individual.  The 
founders  of  the  state  were  in  the  first 
mould,  he  said,  while  the  ideal  of 
individual  liberties*  was  a far  more 
recent  import. 

v Historically.  Margalit  noted,  the 
Zionist  movement  had  viewed  the 
state  as  a referee,  which  would  con- 
trol religion.  To  restore  that  ba- 
lance, he  suggested,  one  must  today 
speak  of  the  State  of  the  Jews,  rather 
than  the  Jewish  State,  a rethinking  of 
terms  that  would  enable  one  not  only 


There  must  be  something  special 
about  zizh.  which  is  not  found  in  all 
other  “reminders.” 

The  rabbinic  explanation  for  the 
inclusion  of  zizh  as  one  of  the  sh'ma 
passages  is  that  it  rites  the  exodus 
from  Egyptian  bondage  which  must 
be  mentioned  every  day.  A person 
cannot  declare  the  kingship  of  God, 
nor  accept  obedience  to  His  com- 
mandments (the  first  two  passages  of 
the  sh'ma),  without  declaring  at  the 
same  time  his  being  a free  person 
thanks  to  God  having  delivered  him 
from  bondage. 

The  event  of  the  Exodns  is  cited  in 
other  biblical  passages  as  well.  Why 
then  was  this  one  selected  to  be  put 
in  such  a prominent  place?  Because 
it  contains  also  the  teaching  that  love 
of  God  (first  passage  of  sh’ma)  or 
obedience  to  Hkn  expecting  reward  - 
or  out  of  fear  (second  passage)  are 
not  enough-  The  love  of  God  and  the 
fulfilment  of  His  commandments 
must  have  a purpose.  The  purpose  is 
spelled  out  in  the  passage  regarding 
zizir.  “And  you  shall  do  the  com- 
mandments in  order  to  become 
“holy”  to  your  God.”  While  God  is 
'holy’  to  your  God.”  While  Hod  is 
become  holy,  as  we  were  told  earlier 
(Leviticus  19:1):  “Ye  shall  become 
holy,  because  I,  the  Lord  your  God, 
am  holy.”  This  requires  love  of  God 
together  with  the  purposeful  fulfil- 
ment of  the  commandments  as  free 
people. 


I have  quoted  before,  perhaps  ad 
nauseam,  a social  anthropologist's 
dictum  that  “soccer  is  the  poor  man’s 
ballet."  It  provides  the  fans  with 
drama,  artistry,  esthetics,  royalty, 
emotion  and  a purging  of  the  soul, 
just  as  a great  play  provides,  these 
things  for  lovers  of  theatre.

It  would  require  an 
exceptionally  good  Moked  to  be 
more  exciting  than  these.

to  act  fairly  to  the  Arabs,  but  also  to 
the  Jews  of  Mea  She’arim.  “If  the 
existence  of  Mea  She'arim  depends 
upon  exemption  from  the  army,  then 
I'm  for  it.” 

But  even  in  such  a state,  Margalit 
added,  the  Law  of  Return  is  “miram- 
al”  in  the  light  of  Jewish  history.  But 
a Jewish  state,  on  the  other  handrhe 
described  a^dangero^  If  it  is  Jew- 
ish, be  said,  in  a sense  echoing 
Hartma^  then  “they”  have  a bid  on 
the  nature  of  the  state.

The  blue  or  purple  ( t'chelet ) 
thread  in  zizh  emphasizes  this  last 
point.  Purple  was  known  in  the 
ancient  world  as  a typical  royal  col- 
our. The  prophet  Ezekiel  (23:6) 
mentions  the  princes  and  nobles  who 
wore  garments  of  t'chelet . Archeolo- 
gical findings  from  the  ancient  Near 
East  show’  princes  and  noblemen 
wearing  garments  edged  with  lassies 
of  knitted  fringes.  Wearing  zizit  is 
thus  a sign  of  nobility  and  royalty. 
Who  attains  nobility?  He  who  is  not 
enslaved  to  anyone,  nor  to  his  own 
blind  desires,  but  accepts  voluntarily 
the  ‘Yoke  of  the  kingship  of  God”, 
obedience  to  His  commandments 
and  strives  to  a life  of  holiness. 

/j/.fr  are  not  a talisman,  an  amulet 
to  guard  the  person  who  wears  them 
from  demons  and  evil  spirits.  Re- 
minding one  of  his  nobility,  they  do 
keep  him  away  from  evil,  in  the 
sense  of  noblesse  oblige.  To  demons; 
trate  this  function  of  zizh  as  repre- 
senting the  inner  conscience  of  die 
religious  person  the  following  story 
appears  in  most  of  tbe  talmudSc  and 
nridrashic  sources  dealing  with  the 
importance  of  zizh.  We  copy  it  ver- 
batim from  tbe  Babylonian  Talmud 
tractate  Menabot,  p..44a  (Soncino 
English  translation): 

Once  a man  who  was  very  scrupu- 
lous about  tbe  precept  of  zizh  heard 
of  a certain  harlot  in  one  of  the  towns 
of  the  sea  who  accepted  four  hun- 


trator  trying  to  fit  matches  into  the 
tight  frame  of  a schedule.  It  was  a 
demand  of  this  kind  that  led  to  the 
invention  of  that  tennis  abortion , the 
tiebreaker. 

The  Spanish  coach,  Miguel 
Munez.  robbed  by  the  formula,  de- 
scribed it  rather  gently  as  erroneous. 
It  makes  nonsense  of  a team  game  in 
which  more  than  22  players  have 
combined  for  120  minutes  in  great 
combat  to  scrub  all  that  and  to 
change  the  contest  into  a sort  of 
fairground  Aunt  Sally  show.  In  fact, 
it  is  more  than  120  minutes  that  are 
suddenly  discarded  onto  tbe 
scrapheap:  the  penalty  shoot-out 
comes  at  the  end  of  two  years  of  hard 
endeavour. 

The  obvious  solution,  if  two  teams 
are  tied  at  the  end  of  120  minutes,  is 
for  them  to  go  on  and  on  playing 
until  one  team  scores  a goal,  which 
wouldjpve  them  the  victory,  and  the 
game  would  then  end.  This  would  be 
a “sudden  death”  formula  that 
would  involve  teams,  not  indi- 
viduals. It  is  unlikely  that  the  games 
would  last  interminably,  because 
there  would  be  no  point  in  a bunker

many  elements  of  Christianity,  just 
as  in  Israel  if  would  include  many 
elemiyus  of  Judaism,  so  as  to  exert 
soulWiaim  on  our  allegiance,  “an 
umbrella  of  shared  meaning.”

W MIDrVA.  -=  Residents  of  this  West 
Bank  village  made  an  emotional  plea 
yesterday  to  the  government  to  com- 
pensate them  and  allow  them  to 
replant  more  than  1 .(100  olive  trees 
uprooted  near  here  last  week. 

“This  was  a criminal  act  whose

FIFTY  YEARS- ago  on  June  IS. 
1936,-  Maxim  Gorky  died  in  Moscow 
at  the  age  of  6$.  This  popular  writer 
made  a strong  impact  on  post- 
revolutionary -Ffossian  society  for  he 
provided  a bridge-  between  Soviet 
arid  classical -Russian  culture. 

But  perhaps  more  important  tons, 
no  other  Russian  writer  or  politician 
maintained  as  close,  intimate  rela- 
tions with.  Jews  as  did  Gorkv.  He 
became  the  champion  of  Jewish 
rights,  passionately  condemning 
anti-Semitism  and  the  pogroms  car- 
ried out- before  the  revolution  and 
then  afterwards  during  the  ensuing 
orijwar. 

Gorky,  whose  real  name  was 
Alexei  Maximovich  Peshkov. 
ardently  supported  the  development 
of  Hebrew  culture  in  Russia,  and  his 
admiration  of  Chaim  Nahman  Bialik, 
is  well  known . His  attitude  towards 
political  Zionism  fluctuated  between 
active  approval  to  cautions  sym- 
pathy ,. but  he  never  came  out  against 
it.  In  fact,  Gorky  tried  unsuccessful- 
ly to  persuade  Lenin  to  reverse  his 
opposition  to  Zionism. 

Gorky,  wrote  extensively  on  the 
Jewish  problem.  His  persona)  ac- 
quaintance with  such  prominent 
Russian  Jews  as  Bialik,  Sholem 
Aleichem.  Shalom  Ash.  Sbaul 
Tchemichowsky,  Ze’ev  Jabotinsky. 
Berl  Katznelson  and  Itzik  Fefer  pro- 
vided him  with  much  insight. 

But  what  was  the  origin  of  Gorky's 
deep  sympathy  for  the  Jews?  A 
general  human  concern,  ideology, 
intellectual  fashion?  These  may  have 
contributed,  but  it  appears  personal 
contact  played  a major  role.

General 


IN  THE  autumn  of  1890.  Gorky, 
who  lacked  u formal  education  but 
was  an  avid  reader,  left  bis  home- 
town of  Nizhny  Novgorod  (now 
named  Gorky  in  his  memory)  in 
frustration  after  an  unhappy  love 
affair.  He  wandered  south  and 
joined  a band  of  Russian  gypsies.  By 
the  spring  of  1891,  Gorky  settled 
temporarily  in  the  southern 
Ukraine,  which  was  then  a prosper- 
ous agricultural  region. 

At  the  time,  it  was  also  the  only 
area  in  which  the  Tsar  had  allowed 
Jews  to  settle  to  work  in  agriculture. 
When  Gorky.arrived,  nearly  25.000 
Jews  lived  there. 

Pure  chance  brought  him  to  Dob- 
raya.  an  agricultural  colony  of  about 
2,000  Jews,  close  to  the  large  Jewish 
village  of  Ivanovka.  home  of  Lev 
Trotsky.  He  probably  stayed  for 
several  months  working  as  a simple 
labourer  for  a Jewish  family,  whose 
name  is  unknown.

his  life  experiences.  He  drew  heavily 
on  his  1890-1891  wanderings,  and 
was  popular  among  Russian  Jews  for 
his  depictions  of  Jewish  themes. 

He  published  his  first  story  de- 
voted lo  the  Jews  in  !89n.  a tale  of ;» 
Jew  who  dreamed  of  going  to  the 
Promised  Land,  in  tact,  it  was  about 
Yehuda  Halevi.  Two  year-  later,  he 
published  Cain  anti  Arrcnt.  in  which 
a Jewish  character.  Haim,  was  nick- 
named Cain  and  repeatedly  humili- 
ated by  the  Russians.  A item,  a local 
ruffian,  came  to  Haim's  defence  but 
withdrew  his  protection  under  the 
pressure  of  public  opinion. 

In  1*5411  Gorky  extended  his  Jew- 
ish ties  beyond  literature,  and  he 
helped  raise  money  for  Jewish 
famine  victims.  During  this  time,  he 
came  into  contact  with  Max  Nordcau 
and  launched  two  projects  which 
demonstrated  his  Jewish  >\m* 
pathies:  a play,  Zhiil.  in  which  the 
protagonist  was  a Zionist . and  a 
selection  of  Russian  translation*  of 
the  best  Jewish  literature  in  Yiddish 
and  Hebrew. 

Because  he  wished  to  become 
even  more  closely  acquainted  with 
real  Jewish  life  in  Russia.  Gorky 
accompanied  Kazhdai  to  a Zionist 
meeting  in  Nizhny  Novgorod  in 
19tC,  despite  the  risks  to  both  him- 
self and  the  Zionist  leadership. 

At  the  time,  ihe  Tsai  allowed  the 
existence  of  the  Zionist  movement 
on  the  condition  that  it  would  not  be 
a screen  for  revolutionary  or  subver- 
sive Jewish  political  activity.  The 
presence  of  such  a famous  Russian 
radical  as  Gorky  could,  however, 
pave  the  way  for  the  authorities  to 
strip  the  movement  of  its  legality. 

Kazhdai  had  enthusiastically  wel- 
comed. Gorky i.nteresL_  stressing 
that  Zionists’  had  nothing  to  hide 
from  non-Jews.  But  during  the  meet- 
ing. the  speaker,  a young  Jewish 
doctor  named  Ekaterina  Brodskaya, 
reported  that  the  recent  Zionist 
Congress  in  Minsk  had  decided  to 
bar  non-Jews  from  membership  be- 
cause they  could  not  be  trusted. 

. In  fact,  no  such,  resolution  was 
adopted,  but  when  Gorkv  heard 
this,  he  exploded  and  asked  how  the 
Jews,  who  were  in  so  much  need  of 
public  support,  could  make  such  a' 
decision. 

The  local.  Zionist  leaders  apolo- 
gized. saying  that  Brodskaya  has 
expressed  Her  personal  opinion. 
Apparently.  Gorky  was  assuaged, 
for  he  joined  the  other  participants 
in.  the  singing  of  Hatikva. 

A few  weeks  later.  Kazhdai  wrote 
of  the  events  that  took  place  in 


Nizhny  Novgorod  and  condemned 
Brodskaya's  remarks  in  an  article  in 
Hamehtz,  a Hebrew  newspaper  in 
St.  Petersburg.  The  article  was  im- 
mediately translated  into  Russian  in 
the  southern  town  of  Kherson,  and 
picked-up  by  the  anti-Semitic  press. 

The  Zionists  were  accused  of 
abusing  innocent  Russians  like  Gor- 
ky. who  himself  was  depicted  as  a 
simpleton.  For  their  part,  the  Zion- 
ists accused  Kazhdai  of  fabricating 
the  entire  story,  while  an  embarras- 
sed Gorkv  tried  to  deny  that  he  had 
even  worked  in  a Jewish  colony. 

As  a result  of  the  scandal  Ciorky 
abstained  temporarily  from  his 
"Jewish  concern."  He  ceased  pub- 
lication of  the  Jewish  literary  selec- 
tion. and  ZhiJ  was  cancelled. 

But  this  period  ended  m L9iJ5 
when  Gorky  was  among  the  first  to 
condemn  the  Kishinev  pogrom.  And 
in  ]9H0.  at  the  start  of  u seven-year 
self-imposed  political  exile,  he 
addressed  a mass  Jewish  meeting  in 
New  York  to  give  his  impressions  of 
Jewish  life  in  Russia. 

WHEN  GORKY  was  coaxed  back 
to  the  Soviet  Union  in  1U2S.  after 
seven  years  of  voluntary  emigration, 
underground  Jewish  activists  sent 
him  a public  appeal,  published  in  the 
Jewish  press  abroad,  against  the 
persecutions  i>f  the  Hebrew  lan- 
guage and  its  teachers  in  the  Soviet 
Union. 

Gorky  did  not  replv  to  the*  letter. 
In  this  way.  he  was  not  the  same 
Gorkv  who  hail  helped  secure  the 
departure  of  Bialik  and  1 1 other 
Jewish  writers  from  the  Soviet  Un- 
ion in  1921.  or  who  publicly  de- 
fended the  Hahimah  Theatre  tn 
1920-2 1 . 

Rather.  Gorky  answered  [hem  in- 
directly hi  granting  an  interview  ;«> 
the  Jewish  Telegraphic  Agency,  tn 
which  he  revealed  to  the  public  his 
experiences  in  Dobraya  and  vn 
doised  Jewish  fanning  settlements  in 
the  southern  Ukraine  and  Crimea. 
He  expressed  naive  hopes  that  Jew- 
ish agricultural  work  would  deal  a 
mo  rial  blow  to  anti-Semitism 

Gorky  did  not  mention  the  Zionist 
solution  at  all.  In  fact  he  even  im- 
plied that  the  real  solution  to  the 
Jewish  problem  lay  in  Jewish  pro- 
ductive work  in  the  Soviet  Union. 

Towards  the  end  of  his  life.  Gorki- 
resumed  his  defence  of  Jewish  litera- 
ture. In  the  closing  speech  at  the  fust 
Congress  of  Soviet  Writers,  in  1934. 
Gorky  said  that  small  nations  occa- 
sionally produced  great  literature, 
and  he  specifically"  lauded  Bialik, 
who  had  just  died. 

Gorky  again  returned  to  the  Dob- 
raya period  in  conversations  with  the 
Soviet  Yiddish  poet.  Itzik  Fefer.  He 
also  inquired  about  literature  on 
Jewish  peasants.  Fefer  told  him  of 
worka  by  Mordechai  Spektor  and 
NofteXurie,  who  is  still  living  in  the 
Soviet  Union.  Gorky  died  shortly 
after  these  meetings  with  Fefer. 

LOOKING  BACK  over  Gorky's 
life,  one  can  only  wonder  how  im- 
portant personal  contacts  are  in  his- 
tory. Great  events  are  often  rooted 
in  same  personal  sympathies  or  con- 
flicts. 

It  is  clear  that  Gorky  acquired  his 
first  intimate  knowledge  of  Jewish 
life  from  his  conract  with  a tradition- 
al Jewish  family  in  Dobraya.  The 
natural  behaviour  of  these  simple 
Jews,  the  poetry. of  their  family  life, 
greatly  impressed  him. 

Had  his  impression  been  negative, 
the  course  of  human  history  would 
not  have  been  changed,  but  Jews 
would  not  have  won  such  an  out- 
standing champion  of  Jewish  rights 
and  culture  front  the  uentile  world.

The.  implication  that  this  opus  is 
definitive,,  that  it  contains  .every- 
thing,  that:  nothing  will  ever  be 
added  to  its  compleatness.  is  mind- 
boggling. 

The  following  well-known  quat- 
rain, jocularly,  attributed  to  the  re- 
doubtable Master  of  BallioL  Dr.

He’s  not  very  popular  among  banker s 


MK  HAIM  RAMON,  the  head  of 
the  Alignment  faction  in  the  Knesset 
Finance  Committee,  is  not  a very 
popular  figure  among  bankers.  For . 
months  he  has  been  engaged  io  a 
crusade  for  what  he  sees  as  proper 
rules  and  norms  of  behaviour  for 
bankers.  More  than  once  Ramon  has 
been  involved  in  revelations  about 
devious  banking  practices.  Unsur- 
prisingly, he  is  one  of  the  small 
number  of  politicians  who  have 
come  out  openly  for  the  resignation 
of  Raphael  Recanati,  chairman  of 
Bank  Discount. 

“I  can  only  hope  that  the  support 
for  Recanati  among  politicians  steins 
only  from  ignorance  and  that  there 
are  no  other  reasons  involved,"  he 
says.  “Whoever  read  the  report  of 
the  Bejski  Commission  of  inquiry 
and  still  supports  Recanati  has  be- 
come an  accomplice  in  breaking  the 
codes  of  proper  behaviour.” 


Ramon: 
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dash  with  such  power  in  the  name  of 
what  they  sec  as  an  abstract  princi- 
ple. Even  the  government  prefers 
the  well-being  of  the  Recanati  family 
to  the  public  interest.  Beyond  that  I 
cannot  say  anything  more,  since  I 
have  no  proof  of  any  wrongdoing. 

“I  hope  that  Prime  Minister  Sfai- 
mon  Peres  will  soon  ensure  that  the 
cabinet  adopts  the  Bejski  recom- 
mendations in  an  unequivocal  way,” 
he  says.  But  Ramon  is  concerned 
with  a possible  intervention  by  the 


government  to  stop  the  Knesset’ 
from  anorovinc  a bill  tabled  bv  die 


But  if  ignorance  is  not  involved  in 
the  support  for  Recanati,  what  is  the 
reason  for  the  politicians'  hesita- 
tions? MK  Ramon  refuses  to  specu- 
late on  specific  motives.  Neverthe- 
less he  does  raise  some  painful  ques- 
tions. “I  cannot  ignore  the  power 
held  by  the  Recanati  family.  Such 
power  often  dominates  and  influ- 
ences. Maybe  some  of  the  politicians 
ask  themselves  why  they  should 


from  approving  a bill  tabled  by  the 
members  of  the  Knesset  State  Con- 
trol Committee,  empowering  the 
Governor  of  the  Bank  of  Israel  to 
dismiss  any  banker  refusing  to  comp- 
ly with  the  inquiry,  commission  re- 
commendations. “If  the  government 
tries  to  hinder  the  approval  of  the 
bill , I will  take  the  issue  to  the  party’s 
Knesset  faction  and  I will  try  to  force 
our  comrades  in  the  cabinet  to 
cooperate.”  Ramon  says  he  thinks 
this  is  only  a hypothetical  case.  He  is 


confident  the  political  system  will 
react  properly  in  due  time. 

For  Ramon,  the  case  against  Re- 
canati and  his  family  is  a clear  one. 
He  says  Recanati  wanted  to  fool  the 
Bejski  Commission,  and  did  not  tell 
the  troth  during  the  hearings.  “De- 
spite all  this,  the  commission  found 
cases  of  plain  cheating  of  clients  and 
falsification  of  balances  in  Bank  Dis- 
count. The  bank  advised  its  clients 
ax  days  before  the  banks'  shares 
crisis  to  sell  foreign  currency  and  to 
buy  IDB  shares,  while  at  the  same 
time,  they  were  trying  to  get  foe 
government  to  devalue  the  shekel,'* 
he  says. 


assertion  that  he  was  not  given  a 

right  to  appeal  is  deceiving.  “The 

Bejski  Commission  was  no  criminal 
court,  and  Recanati  was  not  sent- 
enced to  jail,”  he  says. 


REGARDLESS  OF  all  the  hand- 
icaps, Ramon  refuses  even  to  think 
that  Recanati  will  remain  at  the  head 
of  Bank  Discount.  “Such  a thing 
would  mean  going  back  200  or  300 
years.  It  will  simply  not  happen. 1 
Eventually  Recanati  will  be  forced 
to  leave.  If  he  insists  on  staying,  he 
will  leave  in  disgrace.  Otherwise, 
Israel  will  stop  being  a country  ruled 
by  the  principle  of  equality  under  the 
law.” 


Ramon  charges. 

He  likes  to  compare  the  reaction 
of  Bank  Hapoalim  to  that  of  Dis- 
count. “The  Histadnrt-owned  bank 
accepted  and  implemented  the  re- 
commendations immediately.”  He 
says  that  in  this  respect,  the  be- 
haviour of  Hapoalim  since  the  pub- 
■ lication  of  the  Bejski  report  can  only 
be  commended.

Ramon’s  crusade  for  his  ideas  ab- 
out the  banking  system  will  not  stop 
with,  the  dismissal  of  Recanati.

For  die  Labour  Party  MK  the 
commission  of  inquiry’s  revelations 
were  more  than  enough  to  conduct  a 
police  investigation  against  the 
bank.  “No  wonder  the  commission 
recommended  that  such  investiga-1 
non  should  be  conducted.  A decent 
banker  would  have  resigned  im- 
mediately.”

Ramon  agrees  that  there  was  a 
difference  between  Bank  Discount 
and  the  rest  of  the  commercial 
banks,  but  not  for  the  reasons  Re- 
canati would  agree  to.  “Unlike  the 
other  banks,  Discount  was  managed 
by  a family  with  a direct  pecuniary 
interest  in  bloating  the  value  of  the 
bank's  shares.  During  the  period  of 
the  regulation,  the  Recanati  family 
sold  a large  part  of  the  shares  they 
held,  and  this  created  an  interest  in 
getting  the  highest  price  possible,” 


thinks  that  a large  legislative-over- 
haul of  Israel’s  capital  market  is 
urgently  needed.  “Ifwe  do  not  make 
the  necessary  legal  changes,  nothing 
will  prevent  another  scandal  in  the 
capital  market  from  developing.  The 
last  time  there  was  a serious  legal 
initiative  involving  this  market  was 
20  years  ago,  and  since  then  pro- 
found changes  have  taken  place. 
Existing  laws  no  longer.fit  reality.” 


Ramon  admits  much  of  what  will 
happen  depends  on  the  men  who  will 

head  the  banks.  Most  of  the  bankers 
mentioned  in  the  Bejski  report  were 
not  really  involved  with  Israeli  socie- 
ty. Most  of  the  time  they  were 
abroad.  Ernest  J&phet  set  the  tone, 
and  almost  all  of  them  followed  suit. 
They  used  to- grant  some  favours  to 
the  country,  and  in  return  politicians 
developed  a very  close  relationship 
with  them.  They  had  great  power, 
and  soon  they  developed  megaloma- 
nia. “They  thought  they  were  run- 
ning the  Chase  Manhattan  Bank, 
Ramon  says.

Expert  fears  system  may  not  change 


Heth  urges  shift  in  Bejski  focus  from 
personal  to  institutional  reform 


IF  AND  when  the  personal  recom- 
mendations of  the  Bejski  report  are 
implemented,  the  focus  of  attention 
will  switch  to  its  many  proposals  for 
reforming  the  structure  of  the  bank- 
ing system  and  the  capital  markets. 
That  is  a quite  separate,  and  prob- 
ably more  difficult,  assignment  that 
awaits  the  government  - and  the 
Bank  of  Israel  in  particular. 

To  Dr.  Meir  Heth,  the  former 
chairman  of  the  Tel  Aviv  Stock  Ex- 
change and,  prior  to  that,  examiner 
of  banks  at  the  Bank  of  Israel,  the 
two  sets  of  recommendations  - the 
personal  and  the  institutional  - are 
not  connected.  Each  could  be  im- 
plemented by  itself,  without  the 
other  being  addressed,  or  both  could 
be  taken  up. 

Heth  personally  assumes  that  the 
imbroglio  over  Bank  Discount  will 
be  resolved  by  the  resignation  of  the 
bank's  chairman . Raphael  Recanati. 
But  even  if  Recanati  does  not  resign. 
Heth  does  not  believe  that  losing  his 
first  challenge  in  office  will  necces- 
sarily  hobble  the  incoming  Governor 
of  the  Bank  of  Israel,  Professor 
Michael  Bruno,  and  make  him  a 
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“lame-duck"  governor  for  the  rest  of 
his  term. 

Which  is  just  as  well  since,  over 
and  above  its  demand  that  the  bank 
heads  be  dismissed,  the  Bejski  re- 
port put  plenty  on  Bruno's  plate. 
And,  even  without  the  report,  the 
state  of  the  Israeli  banking  system  is 
such  that  the  governor  wiU  have  his 
work  cut  out  for  him  for  the  better 
.part  of  the  next  five  yean. 

“The  reform  of  the  capital  mar- 
kets - of  which  some  of  the  Bejski 
recommendations  form  a part  - will 
be  mdeh  harder  than  the  impte> 
mentation  of  the  personal  recom- 
mendations," notes  Heth,  who  is 
today  thie, chairman  of  Teva  Phar- 
maceuticals, as  well  as  being  in- 
volved in  a range  of  other  activities, 
notably  a study  of  the  economic 
potential  and  future  growth  of  Jeru- 
salem. 

After  seeing  many  of  his  own 
suggestions  and  other  mooted  re- 
forms in  areas  of  the  capital  market 
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consistently  find  their  way  to  filing 
cabinets  and  dusty  drawers,  Heth  is 
pessimistic  about  the  chances  of  far- 
reaching  changes  in  this  area.  He 
simply  doesn’t  believe  that  the  gov- 
ernment really  intends  relinquishing 
its  stranglehold  on  the  available  pool 
of  savings,  since  it  needs  the  money 
for  its  own  budget.  As  any  meaning- 
ful reform  must  be  based  on  at  least  a 
partial  and  gradual  withdrawal  from 
this  monopoly  control  of  the  coun- 
try’s financial  resources,  and  since 
no  such  move  is  in  the  offing,  he 
doesn't  see  where  “reform.”  as  he 
defines  it,  is  going  to  come  from. 


IN  THE  narrower  area  of  the  bank- 
ing system  - as  opposed  to  the  all- 
embracing  field  of  the  capital  mar- 
ket. which  extends  to  government 
bonds,"  peasidh  schemes,  and*  much 
else  - the  immediate  problem^  are 
more  easily  defined,  and  more  sus- 
ceptible to  treatment.  But  even 
here,  there  is  a crying  need  for 
initiative,  which  Heth  believes  - and 
hopes  - the  new  governor  is  capable 
of  providing. 

Although  Bruno  has  no  direct  ex- 
perience in  banking,  he  has  the 
advantages  of  approaching  the  issues 
with  an  open  mind,  while  his  posi- 
tion gjves  him  the  possibility  of  mov- 
ing things  forward.  If  the  central 
bank  can  build  itself  a broad  prog- 
ramme with  clear  aims  and  priori- 
ties, it  has  the  opportunity  to  realize 
it. 

The  banks  are  weak,  and  every- 
one knows  it.  Their  weakness  has 
been  demonstrated  by  their  recent 
acceptance  of  directives  from  the 
examiner  of  banks  department  on 
subjects  such  as  lending  restrictions 
to  individual  borrowers  and  - even 
more  telling  - on  the  size,  duties  and 
composition  of  their  boards  of  direc- 
tors. Hitherto,  the  banks’  strength 
had  prevented  the  Bank  of  Israel 
from  imposing  those  lands  of  regula- 
tions on  them. 

Now,  even  the  banks  themselves 
are  hoping  that  the  Bank  of  Israel 
will  take  the  lead  ofilssues  which,  for 
one  reason  or  another,  they  are 
incapable  of  resolving  themselves. 


One  such  example,  Heth  notes,  is 
the  growing  problem  of  oversupply. 
The  banks,  especially  in  the  brave 
new  world  of  low  inflation,  are  stuck 
with  their  legacy  of  too  many  bran- 
ches, filled  with  too  many  workers, 
and  backed  up  by  too  many  offices 
and  computers  at  the  headquarters 
level.  In  economic  terms,  this  may 
be  described  as  having  excess  supply 
of  banking  services  faced  with  a 
shrinking  demand  for  them.  The 
banks  have  already  taken  some  easy 
steps  to  solve  this  problem  - such  as 
dismissing  non-tenured  workers, 
offering  early  retirement,  and  so  on 
-but  this  has  proved  far  from  suffi- 
cient. However,  no  individual  bank 
has  the  ability  to  bite  the  bullet  on 
the  tough  steps  that  are  now  called 
.dor.  And  a programme  of  branch 
closures  can  only  succeed  if  it  is 
co-ordinated  and  imposed  by  the 
central  bank. 

Then  there  is  the  problem  of  pric- 
ing. Not  only  are  the  banks  offering 
too  many  services,  but  they  offer 
them  too  cheaply.  Heth  chaired  a 
Treasury-appointed  committee  that 
recommended,  in  the  wake  of  the 
October  1985  crash,  & gradual  but 
significant  increase  in  foe  prise  of 
bank  charges  and  Admissions  - 
wfiieh  are  often  below  «5t,  and  are 
very  low  by  international  compara- 
tive standard.' But,,  after  a few 
months,  this  programme  was  inter- 
rupted by  the  price  freeze  of  July 
1985  and  charges  have  remained 


overseas  banker  was  told  this  week 
by  an  Israeli  colleague  about  the 
problem,  of  cheaply-priced  bank  ser- 
vices, which  encourage  the  public  to 
overuse  them.  “Why  don’t  you  just 
raise  their  prices?”  was  his  logical 
response  - and  he  found  the  answer 
of  a government-imposed  price 
freeze  very  difficult  to  comprehend. 


TAXATION  is  another  area  where 
the  banks  get  a raw  deal  r-  although 
their  image  is  so  bad  that  few  people 
are  willing  to  believe  this.  Heth 
notes  about  10  different  examples  of 
discrimination  against  banks  in  this 
area,  including  the  amorut,  (local 
tax)  which  is  much  higher  for  banks 
than  for  other  businesses.  Yet,  in  the 
current  climate,  the  bankers  are 
apparently  reluctant  to  fight  the 
Knesset  on  this  issue.  The  Bank  of 
Israel,  though,  could  and  sbould 
take  up  the  cudgels  for  them. 

But  the  number  one  item  on  any 
banking  agenda  remains  the  matter 
of  the  bank  shares,  whose  next  rede- 
mption date  falls  in  16  months  time, 
and  whose  main  block  comes  due  a 
year  later,  in  October  1988. 

In  essence.  Heft  says,  the  govern- 
ment has  only  two  strategies  in  hand- 
ling this:  either  it  buys  the  stares, 
thus  becoming  the. owner  of  the 
banks;  or  it  defers  purchase  by  re- 
cycling the  shares  m one  way  or. 
another. 

The  first  route  will  lead  to  nationa- 
lization because,  even  if  the  public's 
shares  do  not  give  the  government 
formal  control  of  the  banks  - since 
this  is  vested  in  “founder's  shares” 
held  by  each  bank's  founders  - “it  is 
inconceivable  that  the  government 
tfUl  pay  so  much  money  and  yet  not 
be  able  to  impose  its  will.  ” 


What  it  says 
about  Discount

TIME  FLEES  when  you’re  having 
fun.  Maybe  that  explains  why  people 
in  this  country*  who  live  on  a perma- 
nent “high”  of  nonstop  scandals, 
issues  and  incidents,  can’t  quite  re- 
member the  details  of  a scandal  only 
70  days  old  - there  have  been  too 
many  since  then. 

There  is,  therefore,  ample  justi- 
fication for  referring  back  to  die 
Bejski  report  itself  to  refresh  one's 
memory  on  why  exactly  Raphael 
Recanati  was  recommended  to  stand 
down  from  his  post  at  the  pinnacle  of 
the  Discount  group  — the  financial 
and  industrial  empire  his  family  has 
built  up  over  the  last  half  century. 

The  reasons  certainly  weren’t 
rooted  in  the  very  real  achievements 
of  that  empire.  Bejski  and  co.  are 


die  down,  however  much  sonic  peo- 
ple would  like  it  to.  Nor  is  it  synony- 
mous with  the  Bejski  report,  howev- 
er much  some  people  would  like  to 
make  that  connection.  The  report 
merely  documents  what  happened 
and  draws  some  conclusions. 

It  remains  to  be  seen  what  the 
courts  will  make  of  the  whole  pack- 
age, but  it  cannot  be  doubted. that 
the  courtroom  is  the  next  stop  for  flu* 
whole  sony  mess.  (Unless, -or* 
might  now  consider  the  package  deal 
of  resignation-cum-pardon.  which  v* 
the  new  fashion). 

As  an  example  of  what  Bejski  dug 
up  - perhaps  the  example  pat  excell- 
ence - one  might  refer  to  the  shqre- 
swapping  that  banks  Discount,  and 
Leumi  indulged  in  for  many  years.

If  this  is  to  be  prevented,  ways 
must  be  found  to' make  the  shares 
more  deniable  investments  for  the 
public,  so  that  they  can  be  persuaded 
to  hold  or- buy  them.

Here,  the  banks' 
conflict  of  interest  problem  is  most 
acute,  for  they  act  as  lenders  to  the 
troubled  companies  for  whom  the 
money  is  bring  raised,  underwriters 
for  the  issues,  and  the  provident 
funds  that  they  own,  and  are  die 
main  investors  in  the  bonds.  “The 
check-and-balance  functions  nor- 
mally provided  by  underwriters  and 
investors  on  the  quality  of  the  issue 
are  thus  severely  impaired,”  says  the 
ex-exchange  chairman  in  a typically 
dry  understatement. 

All  this  (and  more)  on  the  agenda 
means  that  the  financial  markets 
have  plenty  to  keep  them  busy  in  the 
future.

, Banking  is  a funny  business:  in 
that  people  understand  that  bankers 
might  bend  or  break  a law,  or  play  a 
tittle  free  and  easy  with  the  rules, 
without  that  causing  undue  alarnu  Tn 
the  real  world,  after  all.  most  people 
are  not  saints,  and  in  the  heap  of.  . 
chasing  deals  things  get  overlooked.  ’ 


What  was  not  known,  or  at  least 
fully  appreciated,  was  that  the  “reg- 
ulation” system  was  bared  on  sys- 
tematic-violation of  the  law.  The 
report  specifies  which  sections  otthe 
company  law  wefe  most  trampled 
on,  'and  points'  out  the  numerous 
other  laws,  regarding  securities  trad- 
ing^ share  issues,  mutual  funds  and 
other  matters,  that  were  periodically 
broken.  In  addition,  the  directives  of 
fte  Bank  of  Israel  were  openly 
laughed  at. 


NOW  THE  implication  of  the  re- 
port’s oft-repeated  statement  that 
the  laws  were  broken  is  that  fte 
people  who  broke  them  - since  they 
didn’t  get  broken  by  themselves  - 
are  law  breakers.

'This  meant,- in  effect,  that  the 
government,  through  foe  National 
Insurance  Institute;  was  helping  to 
subsidize  firms  that  did  not  pay  their 
workers  a living  wage,  she  said. 

Nanrir  estimated  that  thousands 
more  workers  were  eligible  to  re- 
ceive supplementary  income  pay- 
ments, but  <fid  not  claim  them  be- 
cause they  were  , unaware  of  their 
entitlements. 

She  noted  that  people  earning  less 
that  IS  388  a month  are  eligible  for 
the  additional  payments,  provided 
they  meet  certain  criteria,  which 
takes  mto  account  joint  salaries. 

Nanrir  spoke  -during  a meeting 
with  officials  of  the  local  labour 
council  here  while  on  a visit,  which 
included  a tour  of  several  factories. 

She  said  the  bulk  of  the  low-paid 
workers  are  in  the  food,  textile  and 
wood  products  industries,  which  are 
concentrated  mainly  In  development 
towns.

Site  promised  .that  her  committee 
would  continue  pressing  for  the  im- 
plementation of  a minimum  wage  of 
around  IS  450a  month,  which  is  half 
the  national  average.

The  services  were  introduced  last 
month  to  25,000  subscribers  in  Jeru- 
salem’s Ramot  neighbourhood,  in 
Kiryat  Yam  near  Haifa,  and  parts  of 
Bat  Yam  and  north  Tel  Aviv. 

Bezek  said  the  services  can  be 
provided  within  a week  after  being 
ordered.  They  include:  conference 
calls;  “follow  me'*  or  call  forward- 
ing, which  automatically  forwards 
calls  to  the  subscribers’  line  to 
another  number  of  his  choosing; 
itemized  phone  bills;  and  a feature 
that  enables  a phone  to  remember 
selected  phone  numbers  and  dial 
them  automatically  when  a one-  or 
two-number  code  is  entered.

But  there  is  no  evidence  that  it  is  the  rotation  which  is  on  the 
Alignment’s  collective  mind  when  and  to.  the  extent  that  it  is 
pushing  for  a judicial  inquiry.  In  fact,  more1  than  a few 
Alignment  leaders  seem  to  have  decided  to  lie  low  rather  then 
be  suspected  of  a bid  to  shatter  the  ruling  coalition.  It  is  this 
decision  that  is  to  be  deplored,  no  matter  how  laudable  the 
attitude  behind  it.  For  if  the  present  government  is  to  continue 
to  be  based  on  fraud,  which  is  what  the  affair  is  all  about,  all 
political  parties  sharing  in  it  will  deserve  to  be  condemned  out 
of  hand. 

Premier  Shimon  Peres  bravely  announced  yesterday  that, 
should  the  need  arise,  he  would  not  shrink  from  exposing  the 
political  echelon  to  close  examination:  there  was  inherent 
contradiction,  he  said,  between  law  and  security.  But  just  a day 
earlier  he  had  lent  his  hand  to  an  exercise  which  immunized  the 
political  echelon  against  any  such  probe  in  the  Shin  Bet  case. 

. The  stated  purpose,  of  course,  was  to  make  certain  that 
Avraham  Shalom  and  his  three  aides  could  not  be  investigated 
by  the  police,  and  would  not  be  required  to  answer  questions 
before  a judicial  commission  of  inquiry,  so  that  they  would  not 
have  in  self-defence  to  disclose  Shin  Bet  secrets.  But  in  fact  this 
represented  an  extension  of  the  cover-up  aided  and  abetted,  if 
not  originated,  by  Vice  Premier  Yitzhak  Shamir  when  he  was 
premier  and  thus  in  direct  charge  of  the  service  two  years  ago. 

It  is  Mr.  Shamir's  long-standing  contention  that  the  Shin  Bet 
cannot  be  pried  into  by  any  outside  body  without  its  integrity, 
and  efficacy,  being  hopelessly  compromised.  Because  in  Israel 
all  secrets  are  open. 

But  are  they?  Mr.  Shamir  knows  full  well  that  that  is  not  so.  If 
itwere  true,  it  would  be  pointless  to  have  the  cabinet  as  keeper , 
of  the  government’s  secrets.  And  all  secrets  of  past  conmris- 
‘sions  of  inquiry  would  by  now  be  public,  which  they  are  not. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  travesty  made  of  the  hearings  before 
an  internal  disciplinary  court  of  the  Shin  Bet  itself  in  the  affair 
suggests  that  the  service,  left  to  itself,  compromised  itself. 

Who,  then,  can  be  trusted  to  preside  over  the  service?  Is  it- 
will  it  be,  in  four  months  time  - the  man  who  appears  to  have- 
miserably,  and  intentionally,  failed  in  his  duty  to  maintain  the 
high  norms  such  a service  requires  if  it  is  not  to  become  a 
danger?  He  after  all  saw  nothing  wrong  in  playing  foul,  even  to 
the  extent  of  deceiving  the  various  legal  tribunals  and  framing  a 
top  army  officer.  i 

Plainly,  if  a police  probe  is  now  ruled  out -as  a result  of  the 
inner  cabinet's  decision,  with  the  collusion  of  the  president  and 
the  attorney-general  - then  there  is  no  escape  from  the 
imperative  of  a judicial  commission  of  inquiry,  sitting,  needless 
to  say,  in  camera.  The  fhet  that  Mr.  Shamir,  identifying  the 
state's  existence  with  his  own  political  survival,  is  opposed  to 
the  idea,  is  neither  here  nor  there.

Since  assuming  the  premiership, 
Peres  .has  striven  inanfuily  to  discard 
his  manipulator  image  and  to  project 
himself  as  an  affable,  unifying  father 
of  the  nation,  a leader  to'  be  trusted, 
a man  of  principles  with  foe  wide 
general,  national  interest  at  heart, 
Rotation  Man  par  excellence. 

The  GS5  affair,  from  foe  start, 
posed  a real  image-public  relations 
problem.  After  unsuccessfully  trying 
to  persuade  former  attorney-general 
Yitzhak  Zamir  to  sweep  the  matter 
under'  the  carpet  “in  the  national 
interest,”  before  it  became  public 
kndwledge,  Peres  had  to  choose.  He 
opted  for  a multi-layered  strategy. 
The  bottom  line  was  to  end  the  affair 
without  a shake-up  in'  the  GSS-  But 
Peres  had  also  to  protect  his  image  as 
a man  of  principle,  foe  man  who  can 
rub  shoulders  with  foe  best  of  those 
moralizing  socialist,  international- 
ists. . * 

A certain  amount  of  dissembling 
was  called  for.  In  public,  Peres 
appeared  as  foe  Hamlet  torn  be- 
tween the  contradictory  pulls  of 
“national  security”  and  “foe  Rule  of 
Law.”  In  private  talks  with  those 
other  bifhonistim.  Foreign  Munster 
Shamir,  Defence  Minister  Rabin 
and  GSS  chief  Avraham  Shalom, 
Peres  provided  assurances  that  there 
would  be  no  investigation  and  Sla- 
lom need  not  resign.  At  foe  same 
time,  in  meetings  with  bis  legal- 
minded  cabinet  and  party  col- 
leagues, such  as  Energy  Minister 
Moshe  Sbahal  and  Communications

But  the  presidency,  shorn  of  real 
powers,  normally  relegates  its  occu- 
pant to  a certain  remoteness  from 
foe  rush  of  history.  The  GSS  affair 
undoubtedly  had  great  potential  for 
causing  rifts  (between  Labour  and 
Likud,  within  Labour,  between  the 
GSS  and  the  IDF,  between  GSS  and 
-judkaary).  Here  was  an  opportunity, 
at  last,  to  move,  forcefully  to  centre 
stage,  to  imprint  his  will  and  image 
on  major  events,  as  “healer  of  foe 
nation’s  wounds.” 

It  is  worth  comparing  Herzog’s 
demarche  to  Iris  predecessor’s,  "Yit- 
zhak Navon,  in  September  198?, 
when  then  prime  minister 
Menachem  Begin  battled  bravely 
against  the  nation’s  conscience  and 
resisted  foe  calls  for  a judicial  com- 
mission of  inquiry  into  Israel's  role  in 
the  Sabra  and  Shatilla  massacres. 
Navon  - also  'a  president  who 
emphasized  the  elements  of  national 
unity  and  consensus  - then  dramati- 
cally appeared  on  television  and  in  a 
sober,  wise  and  powerful  statement 
called  for  a commission  of  inquiry. 
That  appeal  no  doubt  played  a major 
role  in  foe  establishment  of  the 
Kalian  Commission. 

Herzog  chose  the  opposite  course 
of  appearing  as  a dews  ex  machina  to 
prevent  the  establishment  of  a com- 
mission of  inquiry  just  when  chat  had 
become  seemingly  inevitable. 

It  is  worth  noting  that  the  contacts 
concerning  a blanket  pardon  for 
Shalom  had  been  initiated  days  and 
perhaps  even  weeks  before;  they 
were  not  quite  a last-minute  spop- 


in  more  ways  than 

one. 

At  the  simplest  Initial  level, 
Zamir's  announcement  of  iris  inten- 
tion to  resign  at  the  end  of  last  year, 
and  his  reiteration  of  .that  intention 
last  February  (after  the  GSS  affair 
began)  eased  Peres's  and  Moda'i's 
path  in  replacing  him. 

But  far  more  important,  it  was 
Zamir  who  laid  foe  groundwork  for 
foe  current  deal  by  conceding  the 
divisibilityorrelativityoftbe  Rule  of 
Law.  He  did  this  during  the 
Febniary-May  period  in  two  ways. 
From  ■ the  early  day's,  he  allowed 
Peres  (and  Communications  Minis- 
‘ ter.  Rubinstein)'  to  understand  that 
he  would  favourably  consider  - in 
other  words,  agree  to  - a solution 
based  on  resignations  by  Shalom  and 
perhaps  also  his  semor  aides,  m 
exchange  for  a general  waiver  of 
investigation  and  prosecution. 
Zamir  in  February  and  later, ’when 
relating  to  this  possible  deal,  argued 
that  foe  “national  interest”  had  to  be 


necessity  of  investigating  the  cover- 
up;  he  did  not  call  for  an  investiga- 
tion of  foe  April  1984  killings  of  the 
two  captured  terrorists. 

Moreover.  Zamir  rather  pointedly 
failed  to  include  in  his  instruction  to 
foe  police  any  reference  to  a need  to 
investigate  foe  possible  involvement 
of  the  ministerial  echelon  - meaning 
Shamir  and.  possibly.

HARISH 

Perhaps  foe  saddest  figure  in  this 
affair,  to  date,  is  foe  new  attorney- 
general,  Yosef  Harish.  Perhaps  not 
eveiyone  would  have  taken  on  the 
job  three  weeks  ago  in  the  circumst- 
ances in  which  it  was  offered 
(Zamir’s  ouster  and  with  foe  ex- 
pectation that  he,  Harish,  would 
somehow  let  the  government  off  the 
hook).

LEVY  and  SHARON 

Lastly,  the  silence  of  David  Levy 
and  Anel  Sharon  on  the  affair  must 
be  considered.  For  them,  the  affair  is 
both  a boon  and  an  embarrassment. 
It  is  a boon  in  a sense  that  it  might  be 
the  tool  with  which  to  chisel  away  at 
and  perhaps  undermine  the  standing 
of  Herat  Party  leader  Shamir.  There 


is  vast  potential  in  the  affair,  espe- 


cially if  a commission  of  inquiry 
investigates  the  political  echelon’s 
involvement,  for  dethroning  Sha- 
mir. 

But,  on  the  other  hand.  Sharon  is 
no  friend  of  commissions  of  inquiry, 
and  Levy  and  Sharon  both  realize 
that  commissions  of  inquiry,  espe- 
cially on  security  matters,  are  not  the 
sort  of  thing  which  will  go  down  well  A 
with  their  constituency.

occupation  of  the  territories.  Shaw- 
wa reportedly  met  a top  PLO  official 
in  Cairo  last  month  to  discuss  his 
ideas.  Shawwa  said  that  under  re- 
newed Egyptian  rule  in  the  Gaza 
Strip,  a Palestinian  legislative  coun- 
cil could  be  revived,  but  with  more 
extensive  powers  than  the  one  that 
existed  under  Egyptian  role  before 
1967. 

Shawwa  originally  raised  his  plan 
in  discussions  with  President  Hosm 
Mubarak  last  month  in  Cairo.
